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AN IMAGINATIVE SETTLEMENT 


SKILLED building craftsmen do not grow on trees. That is the first lesson 
‘J to be learned by building employers who consider the recently announced 
wages settlement to be too generous. Firm prices mean firm prices—for two 
years ahead if need be. That is the first lesson to be learned by operatives 
who are critical of the nine months’ wait for the wage increase embodied in 
the settlement. 

The negotiators on both sides have clearly borne these points in mind 
throughout their weeks of talks and discussions. The initiative and enterprise 
which mark their ultimate decisions, approved last week by the National 
Joint Council, have yet—-we suspect—to be fully appreciated by some on both 
sides of the industry. 

But what else could the employers’ representatives have done? The 
award of the 42-hour week was a foregone conclusion, for over five million 
workers in other industries already have jt; another 3d. an hour on the 
standard rate (and it could scarcely have been less) would have made little 
or no impact so far as recruitment is concerned, and the industry desperately 
needs more men. By early summer employers would have been doing what 
they have been doing for the past 10 years, only more so—paying a shilling, 
ls. 6d. and even 2s. above the official rate. The figure of 6d. was, therefore, 
inevitable, like the shorter hours. 

And what could the operatives’ representatives have done? They could 
not have argued for long on the firm-price tendering facts of life, so a delay 
of some considerable time for a rise as big as 6d., with a 42-hour week, 
all at one go, was inescapable. 

And there we have it. The negotiators faced facts and were realistic. 
In the process, they have once again demonstrated the wisdom and strength 
which lies behind the work of the National Joint Council in these matters. 
Sir Richard Coppock and his colleagues have done a good deal. But so 
have the employers’ representatives, for, despite the criticisms likely to be 
levelled here and there, the employers have gained a valuable breathing space, 
one which makes it more certain than ever that it will not be they, as it 
might have been, who pay the increase but the building owners, as usual. 

The big question is what effect the settlement will have on building costs. 
There is no straight answer. The cost of the settlement will vary from firm 
to firm, according to the progress made with administrative improvements, 
the operation of scientific bonusing and the exercise of site discipline to 
ensure that the 42 hours paid for are 42 hours of productive work. 

It has been calculated that by these means and the saving of paid-for 
time because so many of the hours of the 44-hour week are hours of semi- 
or complete darkness, the cost of the settlement could mainly if not wholly 
be absorbed. This may well be. Overtime money and higher holidays with 
pay money are unlikely to be absorbed, and higher prices for materials and 
transport will also have to be taken into account in estimating during the 
coming months. Here again, their influence on costs will vary from firm to 
firm. Taking the average building organisation, however, there should be little 
difficulty in competing successfully for work. 

The apparent disagreement between the operatives and employers over 
“refreshment” breaks and “tea” breaks—which several national newspapers 
attempted to magnify into a stand-up row—is bound to subside. All that is 
needed is a little bit of common sense on both sides. 

The industry therefore enters 1961 with an imaginative and equitable 
settlement already determined. There is a big volume of work on hand. 
All that remains is that everyone concerned shali get on with it. 





Signs of Weakness 


ALTHOUGH steel production reached a new peak in December, there are 
signs of weakness in the home market for sheet, strip and tinplate— 
orders are being cancelled and deferment of deliveries is being requested. 
Conditions in the export markets are being influenced by the plentiful 
supplies available from other main producing countries, and it appears that 
any significant increase in exports will have to be secured against keen price 
competition. 

It would, however, be unwise for contractors to assume that their supply 
difficulties are over, for the Iron and Steel Board report that demand for 
reinforcing bars, for instance, continues strong and the mills have sufficient 
orders to ensure capacity working for several months. With a big programme 
of construction work likely in 1961, this position is likely to continue. 
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LOAD-BEARING BRICK CONSTRUCTION USED 
IN NEW ARIEL HOTEL 


A N unusual design and construction 

has been adopted for the four- 
storey Ariel hotel which has _ been 
built adjacent to London Airport by 
Myton, Ltd., for the Palace Hotel, Ltd. 


The building is completely circular, 
being 176ft. in diameter and 48ft. high. 
It is planned as a hollow drum on a base 
which contains the public rooms, and en- 
closes an interior well set out as a land- 
scape garden. 


The ground floor is built around a 
reinforced concrete framework, which 
stands on mass concrete foundations, 
beneath which is a gravel bed. There 
were no problems during the foundation 
construction, except that of water seepage, 
and to deal with this a sump was provided 
around the perimeter of the building. 

The framework supports 12in x 30in. 
in-situ reinforced concrete beams, which 
carry a 6in. in-situ. concrete platform. 
Above this platform are built the three 
upper floors in a load-bearing brick wall 
construction, tied by perimeter beams. 
The interior and exterior perimeter walls 
are of 9in. solid brickwork, and dividing 
walls are generally of 44in. solid brick- 
work. 

To construct the building, the con- 
tractors had to work to close tolerances. 
Measurements were taken by stationing a 
theodolite in the centre of the well, which 
was moved up on a platform as construc- 
tion progressed. Because of the proximity 
to the airfield, it was not possible to use 
a tower crane on the site. The building 
was limited to four storeys for the same 
reason. 


A feature of the building is the sound- 
proofing of the bedrooms. This has been 
achieved by the use of the 9in. solid walls 
together with double windows set in felt. 
Venetian blinds are installed between the 
two windows. In addition, the flooring 
includes a laver of glass fibre as well as 
the sand and cement floor screed. 

The three upper floors contain 186 bed- 
rooms, flanking the internal corridors in 
outer and inner circles. All the 96 double 
rooms are equipped with communicating 
doors, so that additional accommodation 
can be used as lounges to form complete 
suites. 

The exterior of the building is clad in 
white mosaic, with the parapet and first- 
storey ring beams finished in Glamorock 


crushed stone. The flanking walls of the 
main entrance are faced with coloured 
marble. 

Offices on the ground floor include the 
reception area and lounge, the main 
restaurant, seating for more than 100, 
quick-service lunch-counter and kitchens, 
cocktail bar, “Circle Inn,” and _ staff 
quarters. Leading to the first floor is a 


employs high velocity, small diameter, 
primary air ducts, with the main air-heat 
exchange taking place in the actual. area 
affected rather than in a central point in 
the building. This method enables guests 
to regulate temperatures to their indi- 
vidual requirements by adjusting a wall 
switch. 

Each bedroom has a tiled bathroom and

semi-circular staircase of reinforced con- 
crete, cast in situ, with Perspex balustrad- 
ing. Flooring in the entrance area is of 
terrazzo, with marble insets. 

Corridors on all floors are lined with 
beech boarding, while the ceilings are of 
Asbestolux coated with plastics. Above 
the ceilings are ducts which carry the 
services throughout the building from the 
plant rooms which are housed in the lé6ft. 
deep basement. 

The air-conditioning system installed

shower, and is equipped with radio, tele- 
vision and telephone. The Afromosia 
furniture is built-in and doors are faced 
with plastics. 

The landscape garden in the interior 
well includes five terraced ornamental 
mosaic- and terrazzo-lined pools, with 
fountains, grassed and paved areas. Trees 
are planted both in the well and in the 
main Bath Road approach which has a 
grassed area on either side. There is also

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Some Cases on Private Streets 


{OME recent cases concerned with 

street works have been reported and 

it may be of some interest, particularly 

to developers, to give a brief account of 
them. 

Broadly speaking the common law rule 
on the responsibility for the repair of 
highways, etc., was that if the highway, 
etc., was dedicated to the public then, in 
the time-honoured phrase, it became re- 
pairable by the inhabitants at large; in 
other words the upkeep had to be found 
out of the rates. Anybody could dedicate 
as a highway, a road or footpath or bridle 
path and, if the public accepted the dedi- 
cation by using what the landowner 
offered, then that highway became repair- 
able by the inhabitants at large. In the 
early part of the last century, when towns 
were beginning to expand, early developers 
were sometimes guilty of carrying out 
development, dedicating such roads, etc., 
as they provided, often no doubt very 
poorly made up, to the public and then 
leaving their upkeep to be provided out 
of public funds. Very often such high- 
ways would be for only a very few mem- 
bers of the public and thus a somewhat 
unfair burden would be placed on the 
rates. So, as early as 1835, an Act was 
passed to deal with this matter. It pro- 
vided that no road, made and dedicated 
to the use of the public, should be the 
liability of the local inhabitants unless it 
was made up to certain standards. If a 
road was not the responsibility of the 
local inhabitants it was a private street 
and, by Acts of 1875 and 1892, local 
authorities were given power in relation 
to such private streets to resolve that they 
be made up to certain standards laid down 
in the Acts (and such standards were 
known as the 1875 and 1892 private 
street work codes respectively) and then 
apportion the cost of making up among 
the frontagers, 


Meaning of Private Street 


Richmond Corporation v_ Robinson 
{(1955) 3 All E.R. 321] concerned an old 
highway. The developers intended that 
between the houses they built and the 
old highway there should be a strip of 
land used for access to the houses and 
which the public could use for walking. 
This strip was in fact so used by the public 
and was thus held to have been dedicated 
to the public; by the common law then 
it was repairable by the local inhabitants. 
But was this dedicated highway within the 
1835 Act? Was it the sort of road to 
which that Act applied so that, unless its 
making up reached certain standards, the 
public would be under no obligation to 
maintain it out of public funds? If it 
was caught by the Act then it would 
merely be a private street and the corpora- 
tion would have the right to make it up 
and apportion the cost among. the 
frontagers. 

The Divisional Court, however, held that 
the meaning of highway under the 1835 
Act was not sufficient to cover this strip 
of land which was only a footpath. The 
footpath was not therefore within the 
terms of the Act and, since it was dedi- 
cated to the public, it was repairable by 
them. The frontagers could not therefore 
be called upon to pay the cost of 
making up. 

In Margate Corporation v Roach [(1960) 
3 All E.R. 774] the corporation, acting 
under their powers given by the Private 
Street Works Act 1892, resolved in 1958 
to make up a street in accordance with 
the 1892 Code. This street had never 
in fact been maintained out of public funds 
and had been laid out as an occupation way 
in the last century. One of the frontagers 
tried to avoid paying the cost of the street 
works apportioned to him by alleging that, 


though in fact the street had never been 
maintained out of public funds, it was one 
which was of a kind so maintainable. The 
particular piece of land in question was 
a strip 10ft. wide running the full length 
of an admitted street; as stated above this 
strip had been laid out as an occupation 
way and could have been used as a road. 
Was the fact that it had always been used 
as a footpath sufficient to take it out of 
the 1835 Act, and, since it was clearly 
dedicated to the public, maintainable by 
the public at large? The Court did not 
accept this argument. They felt that as 
the land had been in fact laid out as a 
road, even though the public only used 
it as a footpath, it was a highway within 
the terms of the 1835 Act; as its making 
up did not come up to the standards re- 
quired under that Act so as to be repair- 
able out of public funds it was therefore 
a private street; the corporation were 
therefore fully entitled to resolve as they 
had done and to apportion the cost of 
making it up among the frontagers. 

Ware U.D.C. v Gaunt [(1960) 3 All E.R. 
778] concerned a certain Walton Road laid 
out as a new road in 1885; one section of 
it was laid alongside and undivided from 
an existing public footpath. This foopath 
was repairable by the inhabitants at large 
and therefore the Private Street Works 
Act, 1892, could not apply to it. In 1956 
the council resolved to make up Walton 
Road and apportion the cost among the 
frontagers. 

The frontagers objected inter alia on the 
ground that Walton Road and the foot- 
path were repairable by the inhabitants at 
large and not therefore streets to which 
the 1892 Act alone applied. 

Walton Road was clearly laid out as 
more than a footpath; it was laid out as 
a road and so prima facie the 1835 Act 
would apply to it. It was however con- 
ceded that it had never been laid out so 
to satisfy the terms of that Act and was 
thus, again prima facie, not repairable by 
the inhabitants at large. But it was 
argued that on the evidence the only public 
right in respect of Walton Road was to use 
it as a footpath; no matter therefore that 
Walton Road was intended as a road and 
so dedicated to the public—if the public 
only used it as a footpath a footpath it 
was; as footpaths were not within the 
1835 Act and this footpath called Walton 
Road was in fact dedicated to the public 
it was repairable by them too and so not 
a street under the Private Street Works 
Act. The Court, however, were not im- 
pressed by this argument; they preferred 
to follow the Margate Corporation case 
referred to above and were quite satisfied 
that Walton Road, whatever use the public 
made of it, was a highway within the 1835 
Act; it was not of a standard to be repair- 
able by the public and thus was a street 
under the 1892 Act. 


Private Street Works 


The cost of making up private streets 
is of course considerable and can result 
in quite a substantial charge on frontagers; 
though of course, as a result of the New 
Streets Acts 1951-1957, the cost is most 
often borne as part of the initial cost of 
acquiring a property fronting a new street. 
The powers of local authorities and the 
standards of work they can demand are 
set out in the 1875 and 1892 private street 
work codes referred to above; these two 
codes are now somewhat assimilated in 
the new Highways Act of 1959. Under 
the 1875 code apportionment of the 
making up cost is done by reference to 
frontage only but the 1892 code allows 
the local authority to take account of the 
differing degrees of benefit derived by the 
frontagers; it is the 1892 code under which 
most authorities act in this matter, Two 





recent cases concern the powers of local 
authorities acting under the 1892 code. 

In Wilson v Wrexham Corporation 
(1959) 3 All E.R. 674] the corporation 
instructed their surveyor to prepare plans 
for, and a provisional apportionment of 
the cost of, making up a private street; 
the apportionment was on a frontage and 
degree of benefit basis; no objections were 
made. The corporation, however, re- 
solved again and apportionment was made 
this time solely on a frontage basis, 
W's contribution was, under this fresh 
apportionment, raised thereby from £192 
to £318; not unnaturally he complained. 
It appeared that this change in method of 
apportionment was made because of some 
informal representations by some of the 
other frontagers. The Court, however, 
held that the first resolution to make up 
the road had been abandoned by the cor- 
poration and that the new method of 
apportionment could not be regarded as 
an amendment of the old scheme, Having 
thus abandoned the old scheme the cor- 
poration were entitled as it were to start 
from scratch again; the new resolution and 
method of apportionment were therefore 
valid. It would appear however to be 
the Court’s view that if this corporation 
had merely sought to amend the original 
scheme by altering the basis of apportion- 
ment this would have been invalid; as 
however on the facts the Court were 


satisfied that the original scheme was 
totally ‘abandoned this point was not 
relevant, 


In R. and T. Glynn Evans v Liverpool 
Corporation [(1960) 2 All E.R. 419], the 
corporation in 1931 made the necessary 
resolution to make up a private street; 
objections were made by the frontagers 
to the scheme but no court hearing of 
those objections ever took place. The 
same procedure occurred in 1948. In 1952 
the corporation resolved to amend the 
1948 estimates of the cost. Objections 
were again made and the point was raised 
whether the later resolutions were valid. 
The Court held that on the facts the 1931 
scheme had been clearly abandoned; the 
corporation had therefore the right to 
make a further resolution and this they 
had done in 1948 so that this resolution 
was a Valid one. Moreover, the Court held 
that under the 1892 Act the corporation 
did have power to amend a scheme 
resolved upon so as to revise the cost of 
that scheme; the 1952 resolutions were 
therefore also valid. It would no doubt 
have been a different decision if the 1952 
resolutions had altered the basis of 
apportionment of the cost. 

Of course most developers of new 
estates work under the New Streets Acts 
and the procedures for making the streets 
up, or depositing sufficient to make them 
up, to the needs of the local authority 
under its appropriate street works code are 
adopted. But a great deal of development 
is carried out on isolated sites in existing 
highways and adjoining roads in respect 
of which the exact legal responsibility for 
their maintenance may not be clear. The 
cases discussed earlier illustrate some of 
the points to be watched in these circum- 
stances,

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COVENTRY CIVIC AERODROME DEVELOPMENT 


SCHEME 


Impact of Specification on Construction Work 


FPHE recently completed first stage in 

the development of Coventry Civic 
Aerodrome at Baginton, comprised the 
construction of a paved runway 5,300ft. 
long and 150ft. wide, linked with the 
present terminal area by a paved taxi- 
way 400ft. long and 60ft. wide. 

Included in this stage are runway, taxi- 
way and approach lighting, direction find- 
ing equipment, radar and three additional 
hangars. Successive phases of develop- 
ment envisaged are the construction of a 
secondary runway 4,300ft. long and 150ft. 
wide, and full perimeter track 60ft. wide; 
erection of new terminal buildings, addi- 
tional hangars and extensive aprons; the 
ultimate extension of the main runway to 
a length of 9,000ft. 


Pre-Contract Planning 


A general description of the basis of 
design, and an outline of the specification 
was given in The Contract Journal, Septem- 
ber 1, last. It is hoped to publish in the 
near future a full record of the construc- 
tion of the runway, as it is felt that many 
matters of general interest relating to soil- 
cement construction emerged, 

The following paragraphs give some 
indication of the reasoning behind the 
specification and its impact on the con- 
structional work. 

The City Council approved the Aero- 
drome Committee’s recommendation to 
proceed immediately with the construc- 
tion of a hard runway on October 6, 1959, 
and a request was made for the work to 
be completed at the earliest possible date. 

It was agreed that the very nature of 
soil-cement stabilisation demanded the 
most settled weather conditions that the 
English climate could provide, and that 
to commence before March, 1960, even 
were this contractually possible, would be 
to accept a grave risk. 

Preliminary soil investigations had been 
made to prove the feasibility of employing 
soil-cement stabilisation, but a more 
extensive survey now became necessary, 


both to form a basis for the relative speci- 
fication clauses, and as a guide to the con- 
tractors. This work was carried out by 
R. H. Harry Stanger Laboratories during 
October-November. 

Contractors experienced in soil-cement 
stabilisation were invited to apply for in- 
clusion in a selected list, and meantime 
the necessary contract documents were 
being prepared for issue early in the new 
year, 

The contract was subsequently awarded 
to G. Percy Trentham, Ltd., the five-month 


contract period dating from March 28, 
1960. 


Soil-Cement Stabilisation 


It will be recalled that taking a minimum 
C.B.R. value of 13 per cent. in the sub- 
base, the flexible paving thickness to give 
the required L.C.N. of 45 is 15in., and 
that this has been made up as follows: 

lin. wearing course of hot-rolled asphalt 

2in. base course of hot-rolled asphalt 
6in. top layer of soil-cement (plant 
mixed, spread and compacted) 

6in. bottom layer soil-cement (processed 

in situ) 

Based on the findings of the soil investi- 
gation, it was decided to specify 8 per 
cent. cement content for both 6in. layers 
of soil-cement, with rates for E.O, or 
deduction in percentage of cement. It was 
felt that this procedure would leave the 
engineer free to adjust the cement content 
to be used, following the results of the 
trial area stabilising and test of equipment, 
and at the same time relieve the con- 
tractor of any risk should additional 
cement become necessary due to varia- 
tions in the soil types. 

The mix-in-place layer of the trial area

cessed with cement contents of 6 per cent., 
7 per cent. and 8 per cent., and with 
variable water contents for each cement 
content. The results of these trials con- 
firmed that 8 per cent. cement would give 
cylinder strengths within the specified 
range of 150-500lb. sq. in., and maximum 
dry densities in excess of the 100 per cent. 
of B.S. compaction specified. Optimum 
moisture contents were found to vary be- 
tween 7 per cent. and 9 per cent., slightly 
lower than had been expected, due to 
the larger percentages of stone in the 
material. 

During the course of the contract, due 
to variations in the grading of the material 
for the bottom layer, the cement content 
was increased to 10 per cent. for a section 
at the north-east end of the runway which 
was found to be overlying clay. Likewise, 
in small sections where fine aggregate pre- 
dominated, it was decided to import and 
mix in coarser aggregate to correct the 
balance, this being more economical than 
increasing the cement content. 

With regard to the top 6in. layer, whilst 
the Bill was based on stabilising by the 
pre-mix method, the contractor was pur- 
posely given the opportunity to quote 
alternative rates for mix-in-place stabilis- 
ing. In the event, the accepted tender 
included no deduction for mix-in-place 
work, and therefore pre-mixing was 
approved. It is felt that better regularity 
of the finished surface has_ resulted, 
improved quality control and avoidance of 
sandwiched layers, these being borne out 
by the test results. 

The wisdom in limiting the contract to 
the five usually driest months of the year 
was amply justified, as is shown by the 
following table compiled from site records:

Site recordings of rainfall, using, albeit, 
a primitive type of gauge, showed a mini- 
mum of 7.0in. between July 19 and October 
21, which is almost double the average. 
The bulk of the stabilising had been laid 
before the weather broke in mid-July, 
which was fortuitous, as great difficulty 
was experienced in completing the re- 
mainder, for the simple reason that it is 
economically impracticable to dry out 
saturated material, Thus the effect of a 
heavy storm lasted for several days, 
resulting in delays in both asphalt laying 
and white line marking, besides soil 
stabilising. Furthermore, the surface of 
the shoulders had been so compacted by 
the passage of heavy grading machinery 
that drainage into the gravel subsoil was 
greatly reduced. 


Asphalt Surfacing 


Careful thought was given to the selec- 
tion of the most suitable surfacing material 
having regard to the duty required from 
the runway and taxiway and in view of 
the known risk of damage resulting from 
kerosene spillage. Marshall tested stability 
asphalt was generally favoured, but it was 
decided to include in the bill alternative 
rates for bituminous macadam base and 
wearing courses, dense tar base and wear- 
ing courses, Marshall asphalt base and 
wearing courses and hot rolled asphalt 
wearing course to B.S, 594. 


Bearing in mind that machines will not 
normally refuel or load on the taxiway or 
runway, and after full consideration of 
the rates quoted, it was decided to accept 
Marshall-test base and wearing course 
asphalt. All mixing was done on site, and 
a mobile laboratory was installed. The 
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stability figures obtained were well in 
excess of the 1,500lb. and 1,800lb. speci- 
fied for the base and wearing courses 
respectively. 


Airfield Lighting 


The runway lights are of the elevated pat- 
tern, bi-directional, high intensity, spaced 
200ft. apart, and lft. back from the edge 
of the runway. Flush fittings have been 
used at the intersection with the existing 
temporary grass secondary runway. 

Threshold and stopway lights are similar 
to those used for the runway, but fitted 
with 360 degree green filters and 180 
degree red/black filters respectively. The 
North East (24) Approach has a 1,400ft. 
centre line of high intensity directional 
lights with a 100ft. cross bar 1,000ft. from 
the threshold. The South West (06) 
Approach is of the same pattern, using 
low intensity red lights. The taxiway 
centre line is marked with four flush lights, 
fitted with green filters. 

The runway, threshold, wing-bar, stop- 
way and high intensity approach lighting 
is connected on two interleaved circuits, 
so that should one circuit fail, lighting 
will still be available, though at double 
spacing. 

Three stage brilliancy control has been 
provided for the low intensity approach 
lighting, and five stage for the runway and 
high intensity approach system. Each 
light is connected to its circuit through its 
individual isolating transformer, the pri- 
maries of which are connected in series 
and energised from main transformers in 
the switchroom, 

The main control board is in the Con- 
trol Tower, and in normal conditions, 
circuits are controlled from a small console 
in the Air Traffic Control Room. 

A new high voltage sub-station has 
been erected, the supply being taken from 
the Electricity Board’s mains at 6.6-kV 
and transformed to a 415-V/3-phase/50 
cycle four-wire supply. A further L.T. 
supply has been provided in case of failure 
of the H.V. mains. 

A 55-kVA_ stand-by diesel-alternator 
has been installed in the L.T. switchroom

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which the skid-resistance factor on a test 
area was measured as 45, against 75 for 
the wearing course asphalt, and a minimum 
figure of 55 recommended by the Road 
Research Laboratory. Addition of pumice 
to the marking paint was found to im- 
prove the value of this coefficient. 


Plate Bearing Tests 


Arrangements were made with the Air 
Ministry for an evaluation of the finished 
pavement, using the 40-ton plate testing 
equipment, 

The final assessment has not yet been 
completed, but from the preliminary figures 
available, it is apparent that the design 
L.C.N. of 45 has been comfortably ex- 
ceeded. This gives special reason for 
satisfaction, since should it be decided 
eventually to extend to 9,000ft., with a 
published L.C.N, exceeding 45, there 
should be no need to carry out additional 
strengthening of the existing runway. 


Costs 


The final figures for the costs of the 
civil engineering works are not yet avail- 
able, but preliminary figures suggest that 
the total cost is not likely to exceed the 
estimated total loan sanction figure of 
£182,418, which included a sum _ of 
£156,138 in respect of the civil engineering 
contract, and £17,500 for the electrical 
work. This civil engineering tender figure 
includes site clearance, fencing, earthworks 
and re-seeding, the 5,300ft. runway with 
1,300ft. of stopways, 75ft. hard shoulders 
on both sides, drainage, 3in. asphalt sur- 
facing, surface markings and attendance 
on the electrical installation. 

Prior to approval being given to the use 
of soil-cement as the form of construction 
to be adopted, comparable estimates were 
worked up for various alternative forms 
of construction. Taking soil-cement as 
1, the cost ratio for compacted stone was 
1.36, wet-mix 1.5, and concrete 1.6.

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BUILDING WAGES AGREEMENT 
CONFIRMED 


Paid Tea Break Goes 


(THE National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry last week con- 
firmed the wages and hours agreement 
under which the working week for 
building operatives will be reduced 
from 44 to 42 hours from October 2, 
1961, and the Grade A standard rate 
for craftsmen will be advanced to 
5s. 6d. From the same date there will 
be modification in the matter of over- 
time control and of the present regu- 
lations on meal breaks. 

Under the industry’s sliding scale agree- 
ment operatives will receive another 4d. 
per hour as from February 6. 

The present craftsmen’s Grade A rate, 
which operates throughout England and 
Wales, except London and Liverpool, is 
4s. ll}d. an hour. With effect from 
February 6, 1961, it will be 5s. an hour, 
and with effect from October 2, 1961, it 
will be 5s. 6d. an hour. In London and 
Liverpool all building operatives are paid 
I}d. an hour above the Grade A rate. 
Building labourers will also receive the 
same increases; the labourers’ rate is 74d. 
an hour below the craft rate. 


Overtime and Meal Breaks 


Under an amendment to the national 
agreement one hour’s overtime a day can 
be worked without the permission of the 
local joint committee. The practice (un- 
official) of taking a 15 minute tea break 
in the morning and afternoon as part of 
the working day is to cease. Those 
operatives who continue to take these 
breaks will have to make up the time and 
this could mean that on sites where half 
an hour a day has been taken on breaks 
during working hours the reduction of the 
two hours agreed will amount in practice 
to an increase of half an hour for the 
operatives. 

Cost of the Settlement 


Speaking at a press conference, Mr. Peter 
Trench, director of the N.F.B.T.E. said 
he thought the earlier practice of bringing 
tea round to the men on the job would 
be revived. The saving on the abolition 
of paid for tea breaks and a hoped for 
increase in productivity this year of about 
4 per cent. should enable the employers to 
absorb the costs of the new agreement. 
But he warned that building costs would 
probably rise because of the higher prices 
of cement, bricks, coal and other materials 
and the increase in National Insurance 
contributions,

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CLYDE TUNNELS DELAYED 
From Our Own Correspondent 


FOLLOWING a meeting with repre- 
sentatives of the consulting engi- 
neers, Sir William Halcrow and 
Partners, and main contractors, Charles 
Brand and Son, Ltd., Councillor M. 
Reilly, convenor of Glasgow Highways 
Committee, announced on Monday that 
the first of the two new Clyde tunnels, 


between Linthouse and Whiteinch, 
would be opened in March, 1963, 
instead of January, 1962, and _ the 


second in April, 1964, instead of July, 
1963. 

He said that there had been four months’ 
delay in the delivery of the shield unit for 
driving the tunnel through subaqueous 
ground. Moreover, the subsoil around 
Glasgow was the worst in the country, and 
had caused a series of delays. The Clyde 
Navigation Trust, which had barred pre- 
liminary borings in case the tubes became 
stuck on the river bed, were completely 
absolved; the nature of the subsoil was 
prone to so many changes that boring 
would not have given an accurate picture. 

The shield had run into rock. Work on 
the first tunnel, stopped by a roof collapse, 
would be resumed in six weeks. Normal 
working had continued on the second 
tunnel. 


PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERS’ 
INCOMES 


Value of University Degree 


Detailed figures for the incomes of pro- 
fessional engineers in 1960, published by 
the Engineers’ Guild, show that possession 
of a university degree may enable an 
engineer at the peak of his career to earn 
a salary as much as 50 per cent. higher 
than that of the non-graduate. The extent 
of the gap varies between the different 
branches of the profession, and is much 
smaller in those which have the highest 
proportion of graduates. These facts are 
disclosed in the report of the latest survey 
of salaries by the Engineers’ Guild, which 
is published this week. 

The survey was carried out between 
April and August, 1960, and is based on 
information supplied by a random sample 
of more than 4,000 members of the Insti- 
tutions of Civil, of Mechanical, of Elec- 
trical and of Chemical Engineers. Com- 
parative figures are also given for the 
earlier survey undertaken by the Guild 
in 1955/56. The results show that there 
has been an appreciable rise for all cate- 
gories, whether defined by field of em- 
ployment or by age group, and that this 
improvement has affected the higher in- 
comes along with the lower ones although 
the percentage rise is smaller. The 
general level of increase has been between 
25 and 30 per cent. 

This improvement is illustrated by the 
fact that incomes below £800 were re- 
turned by 7.6 per cent. of engineers in 
1955/56, whereas in 1959/60 there were 
almost none. At the other end of the 
scale, incomes of £2,400 and over were 
shown for 8.7 per cent. in 1955/56, but 
for 16.3 per cent. in 1959/60. 

The report states: “The consistency in 
the median incomes throughout the dif- 
ferent categories covering all age groups, 
which was notable in the 1955/56 survey, 
has if anything become more marked... . 
Local government service retains its 
marked depression of incomes, the gap 
between the median in this and the next 
lowest category having widened from £82 
to £119, despite an increase in the median 
income which is greater than that of any 


comparable category. In contrast, the 
Civil Service, whilst still showing the 
highest median, appears to have lost 


ground at this and the lower quartile 
level, and to have dropped further behind 
the overall figure for the profession in the 
upper quartile.”

N recent years several articles have 
been published dealing with the use 
of rubber in asphalt road construction. 
These have shown how full-scale trials 
and commercial experience on the road 
confirm the technical superiority of 
rubberised road materials as indicated 
by laboratory tests. 

But, before I go further into the results 
obtained, I should first mention that not 
all of the many rubber products offered 
for road building have proved satisfactory. 
Those which have been tried include: Old 
ground rubber (tyres, soles and other 
rubber articles ground fine); new ground 
rubber (the same, but made from cuttings 
of rubber factory waste); reclaimed rubber 
in powder form; vulcanised new rubber 
powder; unvulcanised synthetic powder; 
unvulcanised natural rubber powder, and 
sometimes natural rubber latex. 

Several laboratories have carried out in- 
vestigations and many of the results have 
been published, although so far none of 
the conclusions is complete, mainly be- 
cause very few laboratories are fully 
equipped to make complete tests. These 
research studies have shown that the 
normal standard tests such as penetration, 
ring and ball softening point, ductility 
and brittle point, even if they showed 
certain favourable changes, did not give a 
complete picture of what rubber does to 
bitumen. 

Characteristics such as: 

Impact resistance at low temperatures 
Bending tensional strength 
Heat susceptibility 
Ageing by temperature changes and 
oxidation 
Changes in stability at different tem- 
peratures 
Maximum permissible temperature 
Elasticity and elastic recovery 
Resistance against vibration 
Solubility of rubber in bitumen 
General behaviour at extreme tem- 
peratures (+50 to +60 degrees C. 
and —10 to —20 degrees C.) 
gave us a far better insight into the nature 
of the improvement of the bitumen ob- 
tained by addition of rubber and of its 
potentialities in road construction. The 
fact that rubberised materials could be 
applied without changes in the existing 
asphait machinery and the workability 
of the new mixtures were favorable factors. 
The results of the combined research may 
be summarised as follows: 

All vulcanised rubber powders (old and 
new) swell in bitumen to about 300 per 
cent. of their volume and can be further 
and more finely dispersed by means of 
prolonged heating at temperatures which 
come very near, or sometimes pass the 
limits, permitted for bitumen. The best 
of all vulcanised powders has been found 
to be a slightly vulcanised pure natural 
rubber powder. which takes about two 
hours to dissolve at 300-325 degrees F. 
Further heating is not advised. 

With waste-rubber grindings the effect 
can be about the same if the rubber is 
not oxidised and if the exact type and 
quantity of the rubber which it contains 
is known, When this is not known, very 
unfortunate results may occur from the 
use of waste-rubber powder. These range 
from hardening up to absolute brittleness, 
if the sulphur content is too high, to 
softening if the rubber has been oxidised 
or broken down by age. Waste rubber 
is mainly used in joint fillers and some 
of the well-known products in this line 
give good results. 

Results with reclaimed rubbers are 
practically similar, except that a higher 
percentage has to be added because the

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plasticised (broken down) molecules do 
not impart the improved quality to the 
same extent pro rata as new unvulcanised 
natural or synthetic rubber. Reclaimed 
rubber has the advantage of a better solu- 
bility in tar. 

In practice, the above three products 
are only usable when there is time and 
opportunity to melt them beforehand into 
the bitumen. 

Improved properties with latex 

Of the three others, namely natural 
rubber latex in fluid form, natural rubber 
powder and synthetic rubber powder, latex 
undoubtedly gives the greatest improve- 
ment in properties. It is available in 
45-gallon drums and contains 60 per cent. 
of pure natural rubber and 40 per cent. 
water. Latex is, per Ib. of dry rubber 
content, cheaper than the two un- 
vulcanised powders, If latex can be dis- 
solved properly in bitumen, results are 
very good. The only danger arises from 
the 40 per cent. of water in the latex. 
In a boiler, even when an antifoam agent 
is used, it is difficult to prevent the con- 
tents from boiling over. If 80lb. of water 
is added to four tons of bitumen, the 
addition has to be made slowly and may 
take two hours. The two powders do not 
have this disadvantage and they dissolve 
just as quickly, 

If the rubber is used in a hot-mix plant, 
latex can be sprayed in. This lengthens 
the mixing time somewhat. Dumping the 
latex in the mixing box gives coagulation 
in lumps and is not a good method. The 
powders are added to the mix in the mix- 
ing box just after the filler. In some types 
of mixers special provisions have to be 
made to ensure correct dosage and com- 
plete dispersion in the mixture. 

Little synthetic powder appears to have 
been used in Europe to date and the 
present cost does not compare favourably 
with natural rubber powder, The natural 
rubber powder available contains 60 per 
cent. upwards of pure rubber, while the 
synthetic powder available, it is under- 
stood, contains only 20-25 per cent, The 
higher percentages used, the higher filler 
content (75-80 per cent. by weight of the 
synthetic powder) and the high specific 
gravity of the filler, may necessitate 
changes in the standard specifications and 
make it difficult to use synthetic for sur- 
face dressings. 

It is now well established that the addi- 
tion of rubber to asphalt mixtures tends 
to give the following improvements in a 
road: 

(a) In surface dressings: 

Less loss of stone 
Less slipperiness through bleeding 
Less cracking and crazing. 

(b) In hot-rolled mixtures: 

Improved stability under high tem- 
peratures 

Better flexibility in winter 

No cracking or crazing 

No bleeding and therefore better skid 
resistance 

Better resistance against wear 

Better resistance against stripping 

Better resistance against ageing. 

These properties are, of course, what 
everybody wants. The big question is: 
Does everybody want these improvements 
at the rather high premium which has to 
be paid for them and is this premium re- 
paid later in the form of a longer total 
life and/or less repairs? 

Statistics in several countries show that, 
on main roads, the cost of repairs in the 
life of a road amounts to about 120 per 
cent. of the cost of the original wear coat, 
not counting the cost of diversion of 
traffic and lost man hours. If it is really 
true that rubber gives a longer life or less 
repairs, this would mean that there is also 
an economic advantage, corresponding 
with the technical improvements which 
are undoubtedly obtained. 

The life of the road is not dependent

on the life of the wear coat only. Plenty 
of test stretches have been laid, but 
correct conclusions were in many instances 
not possible, due to the absence of a con- 
trol stretch, failure of the base course, 
failures in the execution of the work, lack 
of the best machinery to lay the road, bad 
weather during the laying, etc. Moreover, 
it takes a considerable time before a 
proper conclusion can be drawn, because 
in some constructions the differences be- 
come visible only after five and more years 
of life. Another difficulty is that several 
rubberised test stretches were laid in 
places where so far every other solution 
has failed. Many times this was success- 
ful. Happily, after a very long period we 
are now in possession of a number of 
definite facts, not influenced by other 
factors, which enable us to render proof 
or a reliable forecast of how this saving 
on secondary expense will look. We hope 
that the following will give a clear insight 
into the cost problem. 

Surface dressings 

Normal construction: bitumen 3.5 sq. 
yd. to the gallon and stone 33lb./sq. yd.; 
cost without rubber: 2s. 6d.; extra for 
2 per cent. rubber in the bitumen: 5d.; 
normal life: five years. 

This means that the life of the rub- 
berised road would have to be five years 
and 10 months. We have in Denmark 
several stretches which show double the 
life of the control stretch and do not 
yet need any repairs. As a result, in 1959, 
130,000 sq. meters of rubberised surface 
dressing were laid on the island of Fiinen 
alone. These surfaces reduce skidding and 
do not suffer from cracking and loss of 
stone. 


Reinforced surface dressing over an old 
stone sett road 


This was a test stretch of 7,000 sq. yd., 


half with and half without rubber. The 
composition of the rubberised mastic mix 
was:

and the mix was laid at the rate of 
67\lb./sq. yd. 

The additional cost for rubber in the 
test stretch was 2s. per sq. yd. inclusive 
of melting in. 

The actual cost was prohibitive on 
account of the fact that special machinery 
had to be transported from far away and 
it took some time to train the labour in 
this work. Normally it would have cost 
8s. per sq. yd. Rubber made it 25 per 
cent. more expensive. After five years 
the rubberised stretch showed no cracks, 
no loss of stone, no slipperiness and no 
creep. Now in the seventh year, the road 
without rubber has to be renewed on 
account of considerable movement of the 
layer to the sides of the road (creep), 
cracks over the joints between the setts 
and loss of stone. During the early 
summer of 1960, the non-rubber control 
stretch has been pushed so much by 
braking buses that it shows a rim 4in. 
high. The rubberised stretch shows no 
movement at the bus stop and does not 
require repairs. 

As one and a quarter years would equal 
the 25 per cent. extra expense there is 
no doubt that with two years’ longer life 
rubber has already proved cheaper. As 
a result the city of Frankfurt is now 
regularly covering city streets by this 
method, using the existing stone sett pave- 
ment as a basecourse. 


Thin seal coat on open coarse-asphaltic 
concrete 
Here we have an entirely clear picture 
of a road, which was laid 24 years ago 
(1936). For a coarse-asphalt concrete 
road of l}in. thickness, the mixed material 
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was spread but not rolled. Then the seal 
coat was spread to a thickness of 12.5lb./ 
sq. yd. and the two rolled in together. 
The seal coat contained a rather high per- 
centage of cut-back bitumen and rubber, 
to make it soft and tough, so that it would 
not be sucked out by the heavy and high- 
speed traffic on this main arterial highway.

As the rubber road showed some signs 
of needing repairs after 23 years, it was 
decided not to repair it but to give it a 
new, thin rubberised wear coat of fine- 
asphaltic concrete. The saving of Hfl. 
2.94 per m.* (4s. 4d. per sq. yd.) is more 
than the original cost of the entire rub- 
berised layer in 1936 (140 per cent.). The 
present price of the first layer would be 
Hfi. 4.50 per m.°*, so that the saving would 
anyhow still be 60 per cent. of the original 
laying cost. 

Rubberised-asphalt sand sheet wear coat 
on open binder course 

Such coats are regularly made in 
Amsterdam city. If they are made with 
rubber, 15-35kg./m.* are laid (4-jin.). If 
they are made without rubber the thick- 
ness is li}in. (60-66kg./m.*). The total 
of the two layers (binder course and wear 
coat) remains in both cases 7 cm, (2}in.). 
The first layers of 15kg./m.* were laid 
in 1949 and are still in excellent condi- 
tion. It is expected that their life will be 
1s long as the normal l}in. wearing coat 
without rubber and the cost is 5-10 per 
cent. less inclusive the greater thickness 
of the binder course. 

All rubberised layers rank amongst the 
best non-skid surfaces in the city. All 
these roads are still without any repairs, 
even in the harbour area, where they are 
exposed to very heavy traffic of lorries. 


Rubber-asphalt wear coat in topeca or 

fine-asphaltic concrete 

Many of these coats have been laid as 
test stretches in Holland, Denmark and 
Switzerland, The oldest was in Holland, 
laid in 1934 on the station road in the 
Hague. Due to a change of the profie of 
the street it was broken up in 1956. At 
the end of its 22 years of life, it showed 
considerably less wear than the control 
stretch and had only two cracks over 
joints in the base course. The rubberised 
bitumen in the road was still plastic. The 
control stretch showed crazing and crack- 
ing, was badly worn and patched, and had 
worn down about jin. more. The bitumen 
was entirely hard. Although no definite 
figures of the cost are known, the 30 per 
cent. extra cost of the rubberised section 
was well spent. This was perfectly clear 
from the appearance of both stretches. 

In Switzerland, four officially controlled 
rubberised test stretches were laid in 1952 
and 1953, together with control stretches. 
After seven years, the four rubberised 
stretches had needed no repairs, whereas 
the control stretches have been patched 
over cracks. The rubberised stretches 
show no loss of fine material, whereas 
the control] stretches show a considerable 
loss of fine material due to the sucking 
action of the high-speed traffic which in 
some places has caused loosening and 
actual loss of stone. In a year’s time, 
heavy repairs or even a new wear coat 
will most likely be necessary for the con- 
trol] sections. 


Quite recently, Dr. Rodel, of the 
Eidgenossische Materialpriifungsanstalt, 
Ziirich—the man who had the test 


stretches under control for eight years— 
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expressed himself in a meeting as follows: 
“These test stretches have shown that the 
pieces which include rubber do show very 


clearly that there is no loss of fine material. 
They are extraordinary good and 
ce e 


The average increase in cost for the 
addition of rubber was estimated at 28 
per cent. This would mean that the 
rubber stretches would have to last another 
two years. All of them are in such a con- 
dition that we may safely estimate another 
three or four years before the first repairs 
will be necessary. There is no doubt that 
this result means a saving. 


Thin wear coats over old stone sett roads 


On the Darmstaddter Landstrasse in 
Frankfurt a total of 28 different test 
stretches were laid, two of which were 
made with rubber. The extra expense for 
rubber amounted to DM. 1 for a 56kg./m° 
layer and DM. 0.60 for a 40kg./m.° layer 
(Is. 6d. and Is. per sq. yd. respectively), 
After five years, practically all the test 
sections have disappeared with the excep- 
tion of the two rubberised stretches and 
one much heavier and more expensive 
stretch. These three were still without 
repairs, As the test stretches were short, 
the total cost was excessive, but under 
normal conditions it would have been 
DM. 3.50 for 56kg./m* and DM. 3 for 
40kg./m.* (5s. 7d. and 4s. 10d. per sq. yd. 
respectively), The extra for rubber was 
therefore 28 and 20 per cent. respectively. 
The thinner layers show the pattern of 
the old sett pavement, but without cracks. 
The 56kg./m.’ layer shows an even non- 
skid surface without repairs. As _ the 
longest of the other test stretches lasted 
only five years, there is no doubt that the 
use of rubber results in a saving. 


Thick rubber-asphalt concrete layers 

In Europe we do not think it necessary 
to ever use rubber in a layer of lin. or 
more. Where a heavy layer is required we 
prefer a non-rubber coarse-asphaltic con-

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crete with a thin rubberised seal coat, a 
medium-texture carpet with a seal coat, 
or an open-texture carpet of l4in. with a 
rubberised jin. wearing course on top, 
This gives better stability and better wear. 

In all the above cases an unvulcanised 
natural rubber powder (Pulvatex) made of 
new natural latex was used. This is the 
most expensive kind, but in my experience 
gives undoubtedly the best results. 

In the end it is not the initial cost of 
the road, but the cost per square yard 
per year of its total life, including repairs 
and renewal, which decides the economy 
of road construction, 


WORK BEGINS ON GREAT NORTH 
ROAD IMPROVEMENT 


A new concrete bridge will carry the 
Great North Road across the River Ivel 
in Bedfordshire, as part of a diversion 
and improvement scheme at Girtford, 
Sandy, work on which has just com- 
menced. As reported in The Contract 
Journal, December 8, 1960, the £331,000 
contract has been placed with A. Monk 
ad Co., Ltd. 

The Great North Road, where it passes 
through Girtford, is narrow and poorly 
aligned, with inevitable traffic congestion. 
The improvement scheme will by-pass the 
village to the west with dual 24ft. wide 
carriageways for nearly 1} miles. 

It will start at the northern end of the 
hamlet of Beeston, cross the river on the 
new bridge, and after crossing the exist- 
ing trunk road at the junction with the 
Bedford road (A.603) will continue north- 
wards to rejoin it at Hamlet End. From 
this point northwards, A.l is to be 
widened to link up with a dual carriage- 
way scheme already in hand. 

The new bridge over the Ivel will have 
a pre-stressed concrete slab centre span 
of 54ft., flanked on either side by four 
approach spans of 28ft. 6in. in reinforced 
concrete. Some 250 yards away, 13 flood 
culverts of 8ft. span each will be provided. 

The scheme has been prepared for the 
Ministry of Transport by the agent auth- 
ority, Bedfordshire County Council 
(county surveyor, Mr. S. W. Lynn, 
A.M.LC.E., A.M.1.Struct.E.). 


LAING FOREMANSHIP COURSE 


Twenty foremen drawn from construc- 
tion projects all over the country, includ- 
ing motorways, factories and housing 
estates, are attending the second of the 
annual foremanship courses held by John 
Laing Construction, Ltd. 

After an introductory talk by Mr.

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WORLD’S LONGEST CONVEYOR SYSTEM DELIVERS 
MATERIALS TO CEMENT 


HAT is claimed to be the longest 

permanent belt conveyor system 
in the world has recently been installed 
in the United States to deliver lime- 
stone and shale over 54 miles from a 
quarry to a cement plant. It is also 
said to incorporate the longest single 
conveyor flight ever built, this being 
11,766ft. long, or nearly 24 miles. 

Travelling at a rate of 500ft. per minute 
this section of the conveyor, whose belt 
is 44 miles long, makes only ten round 
trips in an eight-hour day. Among the 
many unusual and interesting features of 
this new transport system is its method 
of support; it is the first major conveyor 
system ever to be supported by pre- 
stressed concrete structures. 

Designed, built and erected by the Link- 
Belt Company, of Chicago, Illinois, the 
new conveyor belt system is operated by 
the Ideal Cement Company between its 
limestone and shale quarry at Lawrence, 
Oklahoma, and its cement plants at Ada, 
Oklahoma, carrying either of these two 
materials at the rate of 1,000 tons an 
hour. The quarry has been estimated to 
contain 90 years’ supply of these materials. 

The need for a more economic method 
of delivery arose with the construction 
of a new $20 million cement plant with 
a capacity of 9,000 barrels a day along- 
side its existing 7,100 barrels-a-day plant. 
It was estimated that, at full production 
at both plants, some 5,000 tons of lime- 
stone and 1,375 tons of shale would be 
required daily. Storage was decided upon 
as to 25,000 tons at the quarry, 22,000 
tons at the existing plant and 14,400 tons 
at the new plant. 

On considering the various types of 
transport available on the basis of reli- 
ability of service, low operating costs and 
reasonable capital investment and depre- 
ciation period, it was decided that a belt 
conveyor would provide the most 
economical, reliable and efficient service. 
Though higher in first costs it was ex- 
pected to prove less expensive over a 
period of years than any other type of 
haulage. 

Route 


In general, the conveyor roadbed fol- 
lows the terrain, with low lying places 
filled in and high banks crowned to give 
a smooth, rolling grade. It passes mainly 
through agricultural, grazing and wood- 
land country and the entire system is on 
a right-of-way strip averaging 150ft. in 
width, fenced on both sides, containing 
a 40ft. earth roadbed, the conveyor struc- 
tures, a l16ft. stone-surfaced road and an 
electrical power transmission line. In its 
cross-country course it crosses two 
secondary highways, a main line of the 
San Francisco railway and 2 branch line 
of the Santa Fe railway. Provision is made 
at six points for the passage of cattle 
and farm equipment over the system. 


Construction 


Construction began with a survey of the 
entire conveyor line and then included 
grubbing out and clearing the site, all 
excavation and concrete work, erection of 
the elevated structures, construction of 
the access and patrol road, fencing and 
gates and installation of electrical and 
communications equipment. 

To take advantage of the most favour- 
able terrain, the long-distance conveyor 
svstem was divided into seven senarate 
flights, the shortest of which is 55ft. long 
and the longest 11,766ft. long. The con- 
veyor changes direction six times, grades 
averaging six per cent., with the steepest 
about 14 per cent. 


Departing from the normal method of 
steel supports, the Ideal Cement Com- 
pany’s conveyor belts are supported by 
precast, prestressed concrete channel 
stringers spanning 50ft. In addition to 
supporting the conveyor, the stringers 
form a cover over the belt, one side of the 
conveyor, in addition, being curtained off 
by a continuous corrugated aluminium 
wind guard. The lightweight concrete 
channels from which the belts are sup- 
ported, are themselves supported by pre- 
cast concrete U-stands, which are attached 
to site-poured concrete footings. The 
carrying and return idlers are suspended 
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surge hopper ahead of the transport belt 
conveyor system, thus by-passing the 
vibrating screens and secondary crushers. 

In the case of the limestone, however, 
the flow is divided at the transfer tower 
into two identical streams, two parallel 
48in. wide inclined belt conveyors carry- 
ing the streams to a pair of Link-Belt 
CA 1612-S single-deck vibrating screens. 
The minus jin. limestone passing through 
the screen is collected on flat belt con- 
veyors and put on a secondary belt con- 
veyor leading to the surge bin. Oversize 
material failing to pass through the 
vibrating screens is dropped to an im-

from the channels with galvanised steel 
hangers. 

When the conveyor rises to cross a 
country road, the U-stands, which support 
the concrete channels, are mounted on 
the top flanges of pairs of precast concrete 
girders supported on T-shaped, bridge- 
type piers of reinforced concrete. These 
piers vary in height and utilise round con- 
crete columns supported on the reinforced 
concrete spread footings. Since the rise 
is somewhat higher where the conveyor 
crosses the Santa Fe branch railway line, 
the concrete girders for the top section rest 
on four-legged concrete towers, while, at 
the Frisco main line railway crossing, the 
concrete stringers are carried on 97ft. 
post-tensioned concrete girders set on 
four-legged concrete towers, about 25ft. 
high, each resting on a single spread con- 
crete footing. These towers consist of 
four round columns braced by three layers 
of horizontal struts. The wide top flanges 
of the girders serve as walkways and the 
girders follow as closely as possible the 
vertical curves of the belt. All the struc- 
tures were designed to withstand winds 
of 100 m.p.h. 

From the quarry, the limestone and 
shale are hauled the short distance to the 
crushing plant by three 224-ton trucks 
and dumped into a 70-ton hopper. With- 
drawn by apron feeder, the material is 
reduced in a primary crusher to minus 
6in. size and delivered by a 48in. wide 
belt conveyor to a transfer tower in the 
crusher plant. 

Here, the shale is discharged to a 
secondary belt conveyor which feeds a 


pactor, crushed to minus jin. size and 
returned by belt conveyors to the transfer 
tower to rejoin the circuit and again pass 
to the screens. 

All the materials for the cross-country 
belt conveyor system are carried by the 
secondary belt conveyor to a 400-ton 
concrete surge bin. A Link-Belt apron 
feeder, 4ft. wide and 10ft. long, delivers 
the material at the desired rate to the 
first conveyor in the system to begin its 
journey to the cement plant. 


Operation of System 


All the belts of the cross-country system 
are 36in. wide and run at approximately 
500ft. a minute. In order to provide for 
the take-ups, the sheaves, pulleys and 
sliding carriages had to be arranged to 
accommodate the belt elongation that 
occurs under varying conditions of loading 
and starting. The system operates eight 
hours a day, five days a week, and carries 
crushed limestone four days a week and 
shale on the fifth day. Since it takes 
nearly an hour for material to travel the 
54 miles to the cement plant, the system 
has been designed so that it can be 
stopped at night fully loaded. At the 
cement plant, the shale is deposited by 
stacker into a soaking basin, while the 
limestone is carried into the plant by an 
inclined belt conveyor and distributed to 
one of six storage silos. 

A single push-button in the cement 
mill control room puts the entire 54-mile 
system in operation, the belts being 
started automatically in sequence, begin-

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CALCUTTA MEMORIAL AND PARK 
UNDER FLOODLIGHT 


TIVHE Victoria Memorial in Calcutta, 
now a museum recording British 
rule in India, is a large white marble 
building in a mixture of Victorian, 
Gothic and Oriental styles, which posed 
a problem when a lighting scheme was 
being drawn up because the Trustees 
of the memorial specified that fittings 
should harmonise with the architecture. 
As the building has no fixed style or 
period, no standard fitting would match 
it. So composite “mock-ups” incor- 
porating features from the post-top lantern 
range were submitted by the General 
Electric Co., Ltd. The lantern finally 
chosen was manufactured locally as no 
import licences would be granted for the 
project. 
Similar difficulties attended the design of 
the columns to carry the lanterns, but after 
a prototype of original design had been 


made in a local foundry, the G.E.C. were 
able to offer a column and lantern com- 
bination which was approved by the 
Trustecs. 

Lighting in the gardens now consists 
of 110 columns with 300-W lanterns, 
giving good coverage over the whole of 
the grounds. 

For the building itself, wide-angle flood- 
lights have been used on all four faces 
and narrow-beam floods on the central 
dome which is illuminated from the roof. 
In the two entrances and the interior top 
storeys of the minarets, high-pressure 
mercury vapour lamps give a_ colour 
contrast, 

This lighting is particularly effective as 
the building, being of white marble, has 
a high reflection factor and is kept very 
clean. All the floodlighting equipment is 
portable as it is used only in festive 
seasons.

COSTAIN’S £A2.9M. ADELAIDE 
CONTRACT 


Costain, Hansen and Yuncken Pty. Ltd., 
of the Costain Group, have been awarded 
a contract to build a £A2.9m,. department 
store in Adelaide, South Australia. 

This will be the biggest single building 
project in the city’s history. Two complete 
gangs, comprising a labour force of up to 
500 men, will be employed to give, in 
effect, a ““double-hours” working day. 

The store which will rise 10 storeys 
high on a 224ft. by 206ft. site, will be 
constructed of structural steel—more than 
2,000 tons--and concrete, faced with 
marble. 

Construction will be in three phases. 
Phase 1 will be a 13 week operation, 
during which all steel will be erected and 
some parts of the store brought into 


operation, Phase 2, to be completed by 
November, 1961, will bring the store to 
“selling occupancy,” except for Phase 3 
which will be completed by November, 
1962, and will involve demolition of a five- 
Storey building and completion of the 
entire project. 

Architects are Hassell and McConnell, 
of Adelaide, and quantity surveyors are 
Crisp and Wolferstan, also of Adelaide. 


BRITISH DISPLAY AT DELHI FAIR 


Over 1,500 British firms interested in 
the Indian market have been invited by 
the Board of Trade to join in the Brit‘sh 
display at the second Indian Industries 
Fair, Delhi, from November 4 _ to 
December 21, 1961. Other countries 
exhibiting include Russia, America and 
Germany. 

The British area will consist of three 
parts: (a) an Official display of approxi- 
mately 20,000 sq. ft. giving an overall 
picture of Britain’s contributions to the 
industrial development of India; (b) a 
Shell stand scheme organised by the Board 
of Trade and leased in units to individual 
British firms; (c) individual stands installed 
by firms of British origin established in 
the Indian market. 


A site of 50,000 sq. ft. has been 
reserved for the two parts of the official 
display. Mr. Charles Munro, M.B.E., has 
been invited to design the official exhibit 
in conjunction with the Central Office of 
Information.

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S7M. CANADIAN CONTRACT 
AWARDED B.I.C.C. 


HE Magna Pipeline Co., Lid., Van- 

couver, Canada, have placed a $7m. 
contract with British Insulated Callender’s 
Cables, Ltd., to manufacture, install and 
commission 53 miles of flexible submarine 
pipeline to transmit a supply of natural 
gas from the mainland of British Columbia 
to Vancouver Island. When completed the 


installation will constitute the world’s 
longest pipeline of its type. 
The scheme consists of two flexible 


pipes laid adjacently, which are required 
to pass a series of stringent tests includ- 
ing, for example, the ability to transmit 
approximately 50,000,000 cu. ft. of natural 
gas in 24 hours. This is equivalent to 
750,000-h.p. or 560-MW. 

Each pipe will have an external diameter 
of 7.5in. and will operate at a gas pres- 
sure of 1,500lb./sq. in. The maximum 
depth of laying will be about 810ft. 

The manufacture of the pipe will be 
undertaken by British Insulated Callender’s 
(Submarine Cables), Ltd., at Trafford 
Park, Manchester, and the installation by 
British Insulated Callender’s Construction 
Co., Ltd. The consulting engineers are 
International Power and Engineering Con- 
sultants of Vancouver. 


$33M. DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 
DAM PROJECT 


The biggest single civil engineering 
project to be undertaken in the Dominican 
Republic, the Tavera Dam hydro-electric 
and irrigation project, will be started this 


month. At present the bodies concerned 
in the scheme are the Public Works 
and Agriculture Department and_ the 
Dominican contractors, Bonnet and 
Armenteros. 

The work, which will employ 4,000 


workers and cost a total of $33,758,000, 
will be undertaken in three stages. First 
the dam will be built at a cost of 
$16,758,000; second, irrigation canals 
over an area of 60,000 acres ($5 million) 
will be constructed; and third, hydro- 
electric equipment will be installed 
($12 million).

ning with the last belt. Each belt starts 
when the preceding one reaches approxi- 
mately half speed in order to achieve 
start-up in the minimum time. 

When unloading the conveyor belt 
system, the cycle is reversed, with each 
successive belt stopping in progression 
toward the mill end. In the event of a 
power failure or any stopping of the 
system while it is fully loaded, each belt 
in sequence has been engineered to coast 
for a successively longer distance to pre- 
vent any pile-up of materials at the 
transfers. Any of the belts can_ be 
operated at reduced speed to facilitate 
inspection and the many protective devices 
provided for the conveyor system include 
a belt penetration switch at the loading 
point of Flight No. 1, which stops the 
conveyor in the event of a crowbar or 
rod penetrating the belt, and a nearby 
metal detector which marks the spot and 
stops the belt. 

The electric drives were designed to 
ensure adequate power to start the belts 
under every conceivable loading condition 
and also to control the tremendous 
inertial forces released in the event of a 
power failure. A separate motor is pro- 
vided for each flight terminal, as well as a 
dust collector system. 

In the cement plant control room, the 
operator’s console includes seven “ready 
lights, seven annunciator elements and 
seven d.c. volt-meters serving as tach- 
ometers. When all ready lights are glow- 
ing the system is ready to start. Lights 
also indicate that material is on the belt.

Drainage for Housing 


‘HE fact that four Digests on drain- 
age (Nos. 55, 124, 125 and 134, 
Ist series) have been issued since 1953 
reflects the changes in theory and prac- 
tice that have been developing in this 
field as the result of research and the 
introduction of new materials. 

This Digest, reviewing some aspects of 
good and economical practice in the light 
of present knowledge, now supersedes the 
first of the four—Digest 55; it should be 
read in conjunction with Digests 124, 125 
and 134 and B.S. Code of Practice 301 
“Building Drainage.” 

The Station’s research on drainage is 
being continued; many details have yet 
to be investigated and the behaviour in 
practice of systems based on the new 
design principles will be watched. 


Design of Drainage 


Layout of soil drains 


At an early stage in the development 
of a building site, the relation between 
the siting of the buildings and the layout 
of the drainage should be considered. 
Comparatively minor changes in_ the 
general plan can lead to much saving in 
drainage costs. But the most important 
economy in design can be achieved by 
the use of the “private sewer.” In this 
system the connections from a number 
of houses (depending on the physical 
conditions of the site) are run into a 
single sewer which is alone connected to 
the main (public) sewer. This practice, 
as compared with the alternative of 
connecting each house to the main, will 
show considerable savings in: 

(a) the total length of drain required; 


(b) the number of connections to the 
main sewer; 


(c) (in some cases) the amount of 
opening of roads; 

(d) the number of manholes. 
Experience has shown that manholes 

at the branch drain connections are un- 
necessary and uneconomical provided 
suitable access is provided at bends in 
the private sewer. 

Further proved economies in layout can 
be achieved in the following ways: 

(a) If the sewerage is on the combined 
system, the surface water from roofs 
can be taken into the private sewer. 
With the separate system, if the capa- 
city of the sewage treatment works 
will allow, it may sometimes. be 
economical to take part of the roof 
water—e.g., from the backs only of 
houses—into the soil sewer, thus saving 
considerable lengths of surface-water 
drains. 

(b) The rainwater from the roofs of 
a pair of houses may be collected by 
one down pipe only at the back and 
one at the front of the houses, thus 
saving rainwater pipe and simplifying 
the surface-water drains even though 
it may be necessary to use the next 
larger size of gutters and down pipes. 
Further information on the design of 
gutters and rainwater pipes is given in 
Digest 116. 

Intercepting traps are often responsible 
for blockages in house drainage, and their 
extra cost, with that of the additional 
essential ventilation arrangements, is not 
jusified. There may be exceptions to this 
generalisation, as where one or two addi- 
tional houses are connected to an old 
system in which all house connections are 
intercepted; this would mean that the 
sewer might be ventilated through the 
soil stacks of the new houses with the 
possibility of an undue concentration of 
sewer gas at one point. 

The object of drain ventiliation is to 


ensure that the air in the system is 
always at, or near, atmospheric pressure. 
If there is no intercepting trap, the house 
drain and sewer will be adequately vented 
by means of the soil or vent stacks; if 
an intercepting trap is used, an additional 
fresh-air inlet must be fixed at or near 
the trap, 


Sizes and gradients 


The flow capacity of a drain depends 
on the diameter of the pipe, the roughness 
of the pipe and its joints, and on the 
gradient of the drain. But since the 
maximum rate of flow from a group of 
houses is not precisely known, specific 
recommendations on the maximum number 
of houses that a drain of given material, 
diameter and slope can serve cannot be 
given as yet. 

A minimum gradient for a drain of 
given diameter is sometimes specified, with 
the object of ensuring an adequate self- 
cleansing velocity. (This often leads to 
the indefensible practice of increasing the 
pipe diameter where the available fall is 
less than the specified minimum.) The 
velocity of flow depends, however, on the 
quantity of flow as well as on the gradient, 
and there is little point in specifying a 
minimum gradient for a drain without 
specifying the flow load to which it 
applies. Similarly, the practice of limiting 
the number of houses on a drain (e.g., 
four houses on a 4in. drain), irrespective 
of the gradient, is unsatisfactory. General 
practice in this country is conservative, 
at present, regarding both the minimum 
gradient allowed and the number of houses 
that may be connected to a drain. Failing 
precise data, some practical guidance on 
the number of houses that can be con- 
nected to a drain at a particular slope 
is available. As many as 20 houses have 
been connected to a 4in. drain laid at a 
gradient of 1 in 70, with success, and 
this number could reasonably be increased 
where the gradient is steeper. It is 
generally considered that the fall on a 
6in. drain should be not less than 1 in 150, 
and at this gradient the drain could be 
expected to serve up to 100 houses. 

The maximum gradient at which a drain 
will be laid is usually determined by the 
topography and the cost of excavation. 
Occasionally concern is expressed at the 
danger of scour from the high velocities 
which can result from the use of steep 
gradients, but it is doubtful whether scour 
is serious for short lengths of foul drain 
even if they are laid at very steep 
gradients. Backdrop manholes may be 
used to save excavation but they are rarely 
needed on drains or private sewers to 
check velocity. 


Surface-water drains 


Surface-water drains should be designed 
to dispose of a rainfall intensity of 2in. 
per hour falling on the area of roofs, 
yards, paths and other impervious areas 
served by the drain. However, storms of 
greater intensity will occur and it will be 
necessary to take precautions against 
ponding or flooding if they could cause 
nuisance. 

Where surface water cannot be dis- 
charged into either a combined sewer or 
a surface-water sewer it will be necessary 
to dispose of it in some other way. The 
main alternatives are: 

(a) Soakaways. Even for a single 
house, several small soakaways may be 
preferable to anc cheaper than one 
large soakaway. 


(b) Discharge to a_ watercourse. 
Where this is possible and is permitted 
by the appropriate river board or other 
authority, it is preferable to soakaways, 
particularly so for large areas and im- 
permeable soils. A non-return flap or 
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a grillage may be needed at the outlet 
of the pipe to assist in preventing back- 
flow or the entry of floating debris into 
the pipe. Care should be taken to 
ensure that the outlet of the drain does 
not become surcharged during rain- 
storms to such an extent as to cause 
flooding of the premises. 
Means of access to private sewers 
Access is provided by rodding eyes or 
manholes, and the former should be used 
whenever possible. Building by-laws 
usually require a manhole at changes in 
direction or gradient but otherwise permit 
a maximum spacing of 300ft. This spacing 
is rarely found in practice. Long straight 
runs with few connections rarely occur; 
when they do, the spacings that are used 
are often unnecessarily small. This is 
wasteful. Manholes should be spaced at 
the greatest possible distance permitted by 
other circumstances within the 300ft. 
allowed by by-laws (e.g., smaller spacing 
may be needed in areas subject to mining 
subsidence). 
Materials 


The materials used in pipes, jointing and 
bedding should be chemically inert in 
both the internal and external environ- 
ments to which they may be exposed. 

For fresh domestic sewage the follow- 
ing materials are normally acceptable 
chemically if they meet the requirements 
of the relevant British Standards. 

Pipes 

Salt-glazed ware (B.S. 65) 

Vitreous enamelled fireclay (B.S. 540) 

Concrete (B.S. 556) 

Pitch fibre (4in. and 6in. only) (B.S. 2760) 

Asbestos-cement pressure (B.S. 486 

Class A or B) 

Cast iron (B.S. 78 Class A) 

Spun iron (B.S. 1211 Class B) 

Steel, spigot and socket welded (B.S. 534) 

Steel tubes (4in. and 6in. only) (B.S. 

1387 Class A) 
Jointing materials 

Cement mortar 

Bituminous compositions 

Rubber rings, natural or synthetic 

If the soil or ground water contains 
sulphates or peaty acids, sulphate-resisting, 
high-alumina or super-sulphated cement 
may be necessary for concrete pipes and 
mortars, and for any in-situ concrete. 
Where, for these or other reasons, a soil 
may be aggressive, expert advice should be 
sought. 

Natural-rubber joint rings should not 
be used above ground, but synthetic 
rubber rings may be suitable. 

Detergents 


Trouble is sometimes experienced on 
the lower floors of multi-storey flats, 
through the backing up of detergent foam 
in the stack. The cause is usually some 
obstruction to free flow near the foot of 
the stack, such as a knuckle bend or a 
yard gulley. The drain should be laid 
so that the detergent solution can flow 
freely; bends, in particular the bend at 
the foot of the stack, should be of large 
radius, and waste stacks should not be 
connected to gullies. 


Garbage grinders 


The local authority and the water 
authority should be consulted where the 
use of garbage grinders is contemplated. 
Their water consumption is estimated to 
be up to two gallons per person per day 
and the liquid and solid load on the sewage 
system is increased. Experience of their 
use in America suggests that there is little 
or no danger of their causing blockages of 
drains or sewers when they are properly 
installed and used. 

Tree roots 

Tree roots can damage underground 
pipes in three ways: by increasing the 
shrinkage movements of clay soils in 
summer, by penetration of fine rootlets 
into cracks in joints, and by direct pres- 
sure from growing roots. The first two 
forms of damage can be largely avoided 
by using flexible-telescopic joints. Roots 
will not penetrate a watertight joint. To 
minimise the risk of direct mechanical 
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damage, pipelines should be laid as far 
from trees and hedges as site conditions 
permit. 

Construction Methods 


The notes under this heading are mainly 


concerned with those features in which 
the methods commonly employed fall 
short of good practice. For further 


information, reference should be made to 
Digests 124, 125 and 134, 


Excavation 

Trenches should not be opened too far 
in advance of pipelaying and they should 
be backfilled as soon as possible. Their 
width, especially at and below the pipe 
crown, should be as small as practicable; 
this is not only to economise excavation 
but also to minimise the load imposed on 
the pipes. Excavation should preferably 
proceed upstream so that ground water 
drains away from the working face, and 
the trench bottom should be kept free 
from standing water at all times. In bad 
conditions, such as waterlogged sands and 
gravels, expert advice should be obtained 
on methods of dewatering. 

If, at any point, excavation extends 
below the normal depth, the extra depth 
should normally be refilled with properly 
compacted granular material or with con- 
crete where concrete bedding or surrounds 
are to be laid directly on the trench 
bottom. Spoil from the excavation is not 
usually suitable for this purpose, since its 
use may cause differential settlement and 
possible fracture of the pipeline. 

In fine-grained soils such as silts, fine 
sands, and most clays, precautions, as 
suggested below for granular beddings, 
should be taken for any type of bedding 
against disturbance of the soil on the 
trench bottom by construction traffic. 

On completion of the permanent work 
any temporary drains should be filled 
with a weak cement-sand grout (1:6) 
to prevent subsequent loss of ground and 
consequent danger to the pipeline or 
other works. 


Concrete support and protection 


Concrete and cement mortars expand 
and contract, with changes in temperature 
and moisture content, more than do 
ceramic materials. Their use in conjunc- 
tion with ceramic pipes, therefore, fre- 
quently causes fractures and should be 
avoided whenever possible. 

Pipe laying and jointing 

Flexible telescopic joints are now avail- 
able for concrete, salt-glazed ware, 
asbestos- cement, cast-iron, spun - iron 
and steel pipes, and they should be used 
in preference to rigid joints wherever 
possible. Details of suppliers may be 
obtained from The Building Centre, Store 
Street. London. W.C.1. 

When jointing salt-glazed ware and 
concrete pipes with rubber joint rings, the 
rings must not be over-sized, otherwise 
the radial pressure exerted by the ring 
will be excessive and the pipve sockets 
may be fractured. 


Connections 


For connections into existing concrete 
drains or sewers, one method is to use 
a “saddle,” which fits over a hole broken 
into the existing pipe; this hole must be 
carefully trimmed so that at least half the 
shoulder of the saddle bears on the pipe 
all round the hole. The saddle should be 
jointed in cement mortar and, when this 
has set, completely surrounded by 6in. of 
concrete. Alternatively, for concrete or 
slat-glazed ware pipes up to 9in. diameter, 
three pipes may be broken out and re- 
placed by an oblique junction and two 
plain pipes. For any diameter, a manhole 
may be used and is sometimes necessary. 
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To make a connection to cast-iron pipes, 
a length should be cut (not broken) out 
of the pipe (with a pipe-cutting tool), 
sufficient to insert an oblique junction and 
a loose collar. 

Wherever future connections can be 
anticipated, stopped junctions or manholes 
should be provided. 

Back-filling of excavations 

A good deal of damage to drains of 
glazed-ware and concrete pipes—much of 
which may not be revealed for several 
years—is caused by careless back-filling 
of trenches. Recommendations are given 
in Digest 125 and 134, 

Back-filling around the chamber of a 
brick manhole should preferably be in 
concrete of a weak (say 1:20) mix, 
although careful hand-packing and ram- 
ming of the excavated material—especially 
in sand or gravelly soils—may be satis- 
factory. 

Testing 

The chief object of testing a line of 
drain is to determine whether it is water- 
tight. For this reason the water test is 
preferable to air or smoke tests. Each 
length should be tested after jointing 
(before the pipes are covered) and again 
after back-filling. The length under test 
should be filled with water and subjected 
to a minimum head of 5ft. After “topping- 
up” until no further immediate lowering 
takes place, the head should be held for 
at least 10 minutes, Some difficulty has 
been experienced in the testing of flexibly 
jointed lines owing to the slow dispersal 
of air trapped in the joints when filling 
the line. Unless the line is showing 
obvious leaks immediately, sufficient time, 
preferably some hours, should elapse after 
filling before applying the 10-minute test. 
If the slope is such as to produce a head 
in the lower part of the section of more 
than 34ft., arrangements must be made to 
test in shorter lengths. ; 

If a water test is for any reason imprac- 
ticable, the air test may be used. Both 
ends of the section are plugged for this 
test and air is pumped in through one 
plug; a pressure of 4in. of water on a 
manometer gauge should not fall below 
3in. in five minutes. : 

Internal smoothness and straightness is 
tested by running a ball, din. smaller than 
the pipe bore, from the upper to the 
lower end. 


Construction of manholes 

The method of excavation and of pro- 
viding support to the sides will follow 
that decided on for the pipe trench. 

The size must be sufficient to allow a 
man to work in the manhole without 
difficulty and depends on the angle of the 
main drain, the number of branch drains 
and on the depth. The dimensions given 
in the table are to be regarded as minima 
for rectangular manholes of brick or in- 
situ concrete construction. The size of 
the foundation slab should be the net 
external size of the brickwork, The mini- 
mum height of a manhole chamber should 
be 4ft. 6in. from the benching to the 
concrete slab or brick arch roof, . 

Precast concrete manhole and inspection 
chamber sections in multiples of 6in. depth, 
and taper sections, are available. They 
should comply with the requirements of 
B.S. 556. Manholes built of these sections 
should be surrounded by 6in. of concrete. 

Access shafts will normally be needed 
when the depth is greater than 6ft. The 
internal dimensions of the shaft should 
be at least 2ft. 3in. square; for deep shafts 
the dimensions from the face of the wall 
holding the steps or ladder should 
preferably be increased to 2ft. 74in. 

The materials of construction must be

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chosen with due regard to the soil condi- 
tion. Good quality clay building bricks 
should be suitable in many conditions but, 
where the site is wet, bricks having a 
sulphate content below one per cent. 
should be chosen, Clay engineering bricks, 
Class B of B.S. 1301, would always be 
suitable. 

Brickwork should be built in cement 
mortar not weaker than one part cement 
to three parts sand. A sufficiently water- 
tight chamber can normally be obtained 
by the use of suitable bricks and good 


workmanship without internal cement 
rendering. 

Concrete and cement mortars. are 
resistant to damp conditions and_ will 
require consideration only in  sulphate- 
bearing ground. 

Channels should be formed in_half- 


round channel pipes. The dimensions of 
salt-glazed ware channels and side branches 
are laid down in B.S. 539. The benchings 
should be rendered with 1:1 cement: sand 
mortar brought to a hard smooth finish 
with a steel float. They should rise 
vertically from the sides of the channels 
to at least the height of the soffit on any 
pipe and from that point slope back to 
the walls at a gradient of about 1 in 6. A 
steeper slope than this makes it difficult 
for a man to stand while working in 
the manhole. 

Where a back-drop manhole is more 
economical than increasing the gradient 
of the incoming drain, the latter should 
be led to a vertical pipe (surrounded with 
concrete) built as close as possible to the 
outside of the manhole wall and _ter- 
minating at its lower end in a 90-degree 
bend properly set in concrete to turn the 
branch flow in the direction of the main 
flow. Access to the branch should also 
be provided through the manhole wall. 

Step irons should be of galvanised 
malleable cast iron to B.S. 1247, built into 
the wall at 12in. intervals, staggered in 
two rows, Qin. apart horizontally. The 
top step should be 18in. below the cover. 
Covers and frames are specified in B.S. 497 
in three grades. 


Granular Bedding for Pipes 

Frequent inquiries are received at the 
Station for a more detailed description of 
the granular (Class B) bedding recom- 
mended in Digest 124, Fig. 2. 

The essential qualities of the bedding 
material are uniformity, ease of compac- 
tion and stability. Granular material is 
therefore indicated. Its size grading 
depends on the type of soil in the founda- 
tion and to a lesser extent on the size of 
the pipes. Its voids should not be large 
enough to permit the intrusion of founda- 
tion soil, but the proportion of fine 
particles should be small enough to avoid 
instability when the material is saturated. 
Thus sand or sand and gravel or broken 
stone passing }in., jin. or lin. ring would 
be suitable for fine-grained soils such as 
soft clays, silts and fine sands, whilst 
coarse sand, pea gravel, or even larger 
particles up to lin. ring could be used in 
rock trenches, the small particle size 
being used for the smaller sizes of pipe. 
This type of material should be used under 
the pipe and for a distance of at least 
a quarter of the outside diameter (O.D./4) 
up the sides of “rigid” pipes such as con- 
crete or salt-glazed ware and up to the 
crown of the pipe for “flexible” pipes such 
as pitch-fibre or plastics. 

For the side fill of rigid pipes, and the 
first foot or so of over-fill for either type 
of pipe, material should be selected which 
is uniform, readily compactible and free 
from clay lumps over 3in. ring, stones 
over lin. ring, vegetable matter, or frozen 
soil. Screened boiler ash, clinker or other 
material that might be chemically active 
should not be used with concrete, asbestos- 
cement or metal pipes, though it may 
serve for salt-glazed ware or pitch-fibre 
pipes. 

Before laying the bedding, the trench 
bottom should be prepared. In mixed 
soils all relatively soft spots should be 
hardened by tamping in gravel or broken 
stone, and relatively hard spots should be

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INFORMATION 
CENTRE AT 
HYDE PARK 


SCHEME 


i is a common sight nowadays to 
see spectators’ stands on _ the 
boundaries of building sites, and on 
some special close-circuit television is 
provided for the public to see opera- 
tions which are not visible from the 
road. 

This trend towards better public rela- 
tions by the contractor has now been 
taken a step further on the Hyde Park 
Road Improvement Scheme, where a 
special information centre has been set 
up by the main contractors, Cubitts- 
Fitzpatrick-Shand. This centre houses a 
large model showing the current stage of 
the scheme. 

Feature of the centre, however, is an auto- 
matic speaker which answers questions from 
the public. On a wall is a numbered list of 
20 questions concerning the work. A 
member of the public selects a question, 
dials it on a telephone, and receives the 
answer over a loudspeaker. 

This equipment is known as Audiomatic 
and is marketed by Planned Equipment, 
Ltd. The answers are recorded on a 
special broad-width tape, enclosed in a 
plastic cassette. The cassette is slipped 
into place in the Audiomatic and then 
operates like an automatic telephone ex- 
change on a miniature scale. 

Good progress has been made on the 
scheme, the first stage of which is now 
nearing completion. On February 5, part 
of Knightsbridge will be closed and the 
temporary viaduct will be brought into 
operation for work to proceed on the 
underpasses which will be constructed in 
open cut. 

The scheme, costing £54m., is being 
carried out for the L.C.C. under the 
direction of the Council’s chief engineer, 
J. Rawlinson, C.B.E.

(Concluded from page 332) 
removed or generously overcut. In fine- 
grained soils, such as soft clays, silts or 
fine sands, disturbance of the bottom 
should be prevented by placing and com- 
pacting a blanket of bedding material 3in. 
or 4in. thick, or more in bad ground, on 
the virgin surface before permitting traffic 
on the bottom. In rock trenches all exces- 
sive local projections should be trimmed 
down, 

The bedding material should then be 
laid and thoroughly and uniformly com- 
pacted, in layers of 3in. to 6in. (uncom- 
pacted depth) up to the level of the 
underside of the pipe barrels and to the 
true gradient and required thickness. 

The thickness of bedding material under 
the pipe barrel or sockets should be large 
enough to prevent the development of 
uneven loading of the pipes. The follow- 
ing minimum thicknesses are suggested. 

In rock or mixed soils with rock 
bands, boulders, large flints or stones 
or other irregular hard spots: O.D./4 
under the barrel with a minimum of 8in. 
(plus 4in. per foot of cover over 16ft.) 
under the sockets. 

In machine-dug uniform _ soils: 
O.D./6 under the barrels with a mini- 
mum of 4in. under the sockets. 

In hand-trimmed uniform soils: 
4in. under both barrels and sockets. 
For very soft or wet conditions, and 

for the larger sizes of pipes, these thick- 
nesses should be increased as necessary to 
give a good stable bed. 

After laying the pipes and _ testing, 
bedding material should be placed and 
thoroughly packed and compacted under 
and alongside the pipe to the required 
height of O.D./4 above the bottom of the 
pipe barrels for rigid pipes or up to the 
crown for flexible pipes. The compaction 
may be by hand or by the use of plate 
vibrators. It will be helpful at this stage 
if the pipeline is full of water. 

The selected fill should then be placed 
evenly on each side of rigid pipes in un- 
compacted layers of 3in. to 6in. and 
thoroughly compacted by hand, continu- 
ing up to the pipe crown. For either rigid 
or flexible pipes, the same material should 
be placed over the crown of the pipe for 
a height of at least a foot and lightly com- 
pacted by hand. For large pipes, more 
hand-compacted overfill mav be needed 
before it is safe to use compacting 
machines. 

All the above operations require careful, 
continuous and competent supervision. It 
should never be forgotten that half the 
load-carrying capacity of rigid pipes, and 
the stability of flexible pipes, depends upon 
them.

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LAYING 8IN. STEEL PIPELINE ACROSS 
MARSHES 


Helicopter Cuts Time and Cost 


(HE use of a helicopter was a major 
feature in a recent scheme which 
involved the laying of an 8in. steel 
pipeline across marshes at Cliffe, near 
Gravesend, Kent, for the Associated 
Portland Cement Manufacturers, Ltd. 


Believed to be the first 
helicopter has been 
used in England 
for such an opera- 
tion, a hover-plane 
was chosen for the 
task, rather than land 
transport, because of 
the boggy nature of 
the ground over 
which the 2,000ft. of 
pipe had to be laid. 

Pipes were de- 
livered to the side of 
a little- used road 
adjacent to the 
marsh, and from this 
point the helicopter 
delivered the 20ft.- 
long sections of pipe, 
each of which 
weighed 440lb., to 
the work area, where 
they were bolted to- 
gether and laid. 

A considerable 
saving in both time 
and cost has been 
made by using a heli- 
copter, the machine 
having accomplished 
in a few hours of 
flying what would 
normally have taken 
between 10 days and 
a fortnight. 

The pipeline is a 
duplication of the 
existing line through 
which clay, exca- 
vated by two electric 
grab cranes mounted 
on floating pontoons, is mixed with water 
and pumped as slurry, a basic element of 
cement, through an intermediate pumping 
station to storage tanks at Cliffe jetty. 

At the jetty centrifugal pumps load the 
slurry into a tanker for transport up the 
Thames to the cement factories at Swans- 
combe and Stone, a distance in each case 
of about nine miles.

FIRE PROTECTION IN 
BUILDINGS 


Fire in industrial premises is a serious 
hazard and its prevention should have a 
high priority with factory management. 
The report “Fire Protection in Factory 
Buildings”* provides for factory manage- 
ments and building designers an intro- 
duction and a guide to the various legal 
requirements. 

The report also indicates what pre- 
cautions may be taken beyond those 
required by law to reduce the hazard of 
fire breaking out and spreading within a 
factory building. Precautions that should 
be adopted for the safety of personnel, 
in case of fire, are also considered. 

Technical appendices deal with common 
causes of fires in factories, standard fire 
resistance tests and the behaviour of 
materials and elements of structure under 
fire conditions.

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BUILDING WAGE INCREASE 
**Don’t Just Make Clients Pay”’ 


“T\HE outcome of the proposed build- 
ing wages settlement, under which 
an increase of 6d. an hour is likely to 
come into effect in October next, has 
led many to believe that a rise in build- 
ing costs of that proportion towards 
the end of the year is inevitable,” said 
Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, national 
president, at the annual general meeting 
of the Eastern Federation of Building 
Trades Employers. 

“Such a conclusion is, I submit, mis- 
leading to the 
general public and 


scarcely suggests 
that we are fully 
alive to our re- 


sponsibilities as 
private enterprise 
contractors in 
what is essentially 
a service indus- 
try,” he added. 
“It is worth re- 
membering that 
in the last year or 
two there has 
been a distinct 
rise in building 
productivity. 
There is no reason 
to believe that 
such a rise will not continue—in fact, 
it is vital that it should continue. 

“Surely we cannot claim, although 
doubtless many of us would like to be 
able to do so, that our building organisa- 
tions are already so efficient that there is 
no room for improved performance by 
which we may absorb some of the effect 
of the increase in our wages costs, which 
after all does not come into effect until 
October 1 this year. 

“Again, we may be in danger of for- 
getting the concession our representatives 
have managed to negotiate with the opera- 
tives regarding the strict control of 
refreshment breaks, including those for 
tea in the mornings and afternoons. If we, 
as employers, apply and operate this new 
arrangement in the right way it is reason- 
able to calculate that a large part of the 
wage increase would be absorbed, as the 
saving of unproductive time, previously 
paid for, could be considerable. Much of 
the remainder of the wage increase can 
be taken up by other improvements in 
the running of our firms. 

“These matters are mentioned because 
it is the easiest thing in the world to pass 
on a wage award and just make the client 
pay. What we must do, in the interests 
of the community, is to so organise and 
plan our affairs that we absorb as much 
of it as possible.”

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Talking of Safety

O avoid that “run-down” feeling, as 
someone said recently, take care 
when crossing the street. 


Road safety is not my job—at least, 
it is not the job I am paid for—but it 
is my concern, as it is the concern of 
every other road user. As a pedestrian, a 
motorist, and even (on rare occasions) a 
cyclist, I am as deeply involved in the 
problem of safety on the roads as I am 
with the equally urgent problems of safety 
in the factories and on the sites. It is 
therefore natural that I should occasionally 
be tempted to draw comparisons between 
the two spheres of activity. This is a 
useful exercise, if only because it illustrates 
the fact that all accident-producing con- 
ditions have certain elements in common. 
and one of the most interesting of these 
may be found in the shortcomings of 
ordinary human behaviour. 


It has long been recognised as a curious 
phenomenon that the common man, when 
seated at the wheel of a motor car, under- 
goes an apparent transformation § of 
character. Something happens to the 
otherwise patient, courteous and unselfish 
citizen to produce a complete reversal of 
those admirable qualities as soon as he 
finds himself on the gay highway. We all 
know it happens—we may even admit that 
it happens to ourselves—but none of us 
knows exactly why. I’m sure that the 
professional psychologists have never 
explained it—but then, they are probably 
drivers, too. 


I have a theory (which may sound a 
trifle cynical) that motorists don’t change 
their characters at all. They are like that 
at heart—rather impatient, a trifle too 
sharp with others, a trifle too self-centred. 
In Our everyday humdrum affairs we keep 
our unlovely natures under control: we 
don’t usually snarl and bridle and make 
rude gestures at each other. In the house, 
we don’t race each other for the door and 
get jammed. When we are out on foot we 
don’t deliberately edge each other off the 
pavement, or fume when a more athletic 


or purposeful walker overtakes us. As 
drivers—so help us!—we have no such

repressions. The niceties of social com- 
munion fall away like scales, and we see 
each other as we really are. Every man 
for himself and the devil take the hind- 
most. 

In all this I see one particular failing 
which may have escaped attention as a 
possible cause of accidents. We are all 
fully aware of the danger of over-con- 
fidence, but do we_ give Sufficient 
attention to the greater danger of too 
little confidence? Consider what happens 
when the fair-to-average driver is bogged 
down in a narrow winding road by a 
crawling lorry, Suddenly a snappy number 
with a snarling exhaust overtakes him: 
slips neatly into place for a moment behind 
the lorry, then out on a bend—in again 
and away out of sight. How does our 
average driver feel about that? 

If he is wise, he will shrug his shoulders 
and hold his ground until he knows it is 
safe to overtake, but it is just as likely 
that there will be a more sinister reaction. 
His confidence in his own sense of caution 
will be shaken. Someone else has done it 
so easily, and got away with it—is he 
being too careful, too timid, perhaps? In 
the course of time, other snappy numbers 
will beat him to it, and eventually he will 
become wholly uncertain of his own 
judgment. The next stage has_ the 
inevitability of a Grecian tragedy. He will 
follow the example of the worst kind of 
driver: the opportunist. And soon the 
road will claim another victim, 

Let it be said then, loudly and clearly, 
that the expert driver is never ashamed of 
his caution; and he never, never envies 
the other man hurrying to his doom, 

Is there a parallel to this in industry? I 
believe there is. Not only amongst young 
and impressionable workers but also 
amongst experienced men who have 
learned the accepted standards of safety, 
only to find themselves confronted, over 
and over again, with thoroughly pernicious 
practices. The factory worker who removes 
the guard “because it’s quicker that way”; 
the erector who saves himself a few 
minutes’ effort by travelling with the load 
on the hook of the crane: the bricklayer 
who scorns the safety of the properly 
constructed scaffold; the man in the trench 
who never saw the sense of heavy 
timbering . ..so long as they are able 
to get away with it, such men will under- 
mine the common sense of the most 
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efficient and reliable of our workers, 
because they have been made to doubt 
themselves by the most subtle and des- 
tructive influence of all. By somebody else 
going “one better.” 


How does a busy site management, 
intent upon getting the job done, cope with 
this kind of attitude? The answer, I 
believe, is quite simple. It will be suf- 
ficient if the management, through its 
foremen, makes a clear statement, just 
once in a while, about the standard of 
safety it expects of its workers. If its own 
standards are high, the majority will 
respond readily, and the acrobats, the 
smart Alecs and the rest of the safety- 
doesn’t-apply-to-me brigade will be seen 
for what they are truly worth,

COAL PRODUCTIVITY HIGHEST EVER 
Industry’s Prospects for 1961 


N a statement on the coal industry’s 
performance in 1960, Sir James 
Bowman, chairman, National Coal 
Board, says annual consumption, in- 
cluding exports, which fell by 33 million 
tons between 1956 and 1959, increased 
during 1960, and the Board sold 
10 million tons more than in the pre- 
vious year. Power stations consumed 


five million tons more than in 1959; 
coke oven consumption was nearly 
three million tons higher, and the 


domestic market took two million tons 
more. 

Coal output was held below the level 
of demand during the year; deep-mined 
production was nine million tons less than 
in 1959, and opencast three million tons 
less. 

The Board lifted more than six million 
tons from their undistributed stocks— 
which in the previous year had increased 
by 16 million tons. Demand rose strongly 
in the last quarter of the year during which 
the Board’s undistributed stocks were 
being lifted at the rate of nearly 400,000 
tons a week—much higher than the rate 
at which they were being put down a 
year earlier. 


Production Highest Ever 


Productivity, which was already at 
record levels in 1959, continued its upward 
climb and was the highest ever reached 
in the history of the industry. Output 
per manshift for all workers at nearly 
28cwt. was nearly four per cent. higher, 
and coal face productivity, at nearly 
80cwt., six per cent. higher than in 1959. 
During the past three years productivity 
in coal mining has increased by 12 per 
cent.—a greater rise than the average in- 
crease for the rest of British industry. 
The percentage of coal power-loaded in- 
creased from 32 in 1959 to more than 38 
per cent. in 1960, and made a substantial 
contribution to this upward trend. 

The improvements achieved through 
rigid economy and a high rate of efficiency, 


represented savings in 1960 at the rate 
of about £50 millions a year compared 
with 1957. But measures which had to 
be taken to bring output into line with 
demand cost the Board dearly: though 
stocks were reduced, the Board have 
carried heavy financial burdens from stock- 
ing and from the loss of highly profitable 
opencast output. So that despite econo- 
mies and increases in efficiency, the Board 
had to increase the price of coal in 
September by an average of 6s. 8d. a ton 

the first price increase since July 1957. 

Manpower 

Recruitment, which had been deliber- 
ately restricted in recent years, was stepped 
up in the second half of 1960 and was 
slowing down the decline in the labour 
force by the end of the year. The number 
of men on books at the end of 1960 was 


582,900 compared with 634,000 at the 
end of 1959, 


Reconstruction 


The number of major colliery recon- 
structions completed during 1960 was 33: 
another 127 schemes are still in progress. 

Capital expenditure during the year was 
about £90m.—£20m. or so less than in 
1959, which was the peak year of expendi- 
ture. It is not expected that there will 
be any reduction in the level of expendi- 
ture forecast in the Board’s plans pre- 
or announced for the period up to 

Two examples of increased efficiency 
resulting from reconstruction are Ellington 
Colliery in the Northern (N. and C.) Divi- 
sion, where overall O.M.S. went up from 
23.8cwt. in the year before reconstruction 
to 43.5cwt. in the first nine months of 
1960; and Linby Colliery in the East 
Midlands, where it increased from 
36.6cwt. to 60.8cwt. 


Prospects for 1961

SCOTTISH PLANT OWNERS’ ANNUAL DINNER 


From Our Own Correspondent 


EN years ago, the Scottish Plant 
Owners Association held their first in- 
augural dinner in Glasgow, with a handful 
of guests. This year, so many attended 
that an overflow was necessary into the 
Central Hotel Annexe to the ballroom. 
For the first time, Pye TV cameras were 
used to transmit a picture to the guests 
unable to sit in the main banqueting hall, 
and sound was also transmitted to keep 
them in touch with the events in the main 
room. Altogether, some 450 guests, in- 
vited by all the major companies in the 
Scottish industry, attended, with Mr. 
Alastair E. Brown in the chair. Principal 
guest of the evening was the Rt. Hon. 
Lord Milligan, Q.C., Senator of the Col- 
lege of Justice. This was his second visit 
and, again, he proved a most delightful 
guest in proposing the main toast of the 
Association. 


Problem of Idle Plant 


The chairman, replying, said that great 
though the contribution of the industry 
had been to the prosperity of the country, 
there was room still for improvement. He 
urged fuller use of the plant resources of 
the country and apologised for introducing 
this note into an after-dinner speech. He 
thought, however, that a formula was re- 
quired, co-ordinating employers, engineers 
and contractors for the more expeditious 
acceptance of tenders, cutting down the 
wasted time during which plant lay idle, 


to await a use which might never arise. 

He suggested, for the consideration of 
all concerned, that the time for acceptance 
of a tender should, in all cases, be laid 
down in the contract document, and that 
the employing authorities should accept 
an obligation to inform all tendering con- 
tractors of the outcome of the tenders 
as soon as possible. At present, contrac- 
tors had to rely on the grapevine, which 
was as fickle as it was mysterious. 

Mr. William Logan, vice-president, Scot- 
tish Plant Owners Association, proposed 
“Our Guests,” and Professor W. T. 
Marshall, Regius Professor of Civil Engin- 
eering at the University of Glasgow, 
replied. The top table was graced by the 
attendance of presidents and other repre- 
sentatives from the institutions, the coun- 
ties, the cities and other professional 
bodies. As always, this was a most 
successful and pleasant occasion and one 
which was enjoyed by the very large 
gathering attending. 


DEARER PORTLAND CEMENT 


The Cement Makers’ Federation an- 
nounce that owing to increased costs, 
especially on wages, transport and power, 
the prices for Portland cement in the 
United Kingdom have been increased by 
2s. a ton. 
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economy, total consumption will be about 
the same as in 1960 and production will 
be regulated at a level which will enable 
demands for the different types of coal 
to be met, while allowing further reduc- 
tions in the Board’s stocks. 

Real progress has been made in cutting 
costs and improving service to the con- 
sumer. In addition to reducing costs by 
increasing operational efficiency, the Baard 
have been able to cut administrative 
expenses, 

Small quantities of new smokeless fuels 
from two pilot plants will be available for 
testing in various ways, and if the results 
are satisfactory, commercial-scale plants 
will be developed to achieve the Board’s 
aim to be producing, by 1965, one million 
tons of premium domestic smokeless fuel 
in addition to those being manufactured 
now, 

The coal industry in 1961 still has many 
difficulties to overcome, but it has emerged 
successfully from the severe test of cut- 
ting output without impairing its ability 
to meet the demands the nation is likely 
to make on it, and without inflicting wide- 
spread hardship on the men who work 
In it. 

Now the output has been reduced to a 
point below the level of demand, there 
need be no misgivings about the security 
of employment the industry can offer. 
Indeed, more men are needed now, par- 
ticularly in the expanding coalfields of 
Yorkshire, the Midlands and South Wales. 

Now that the demand is no longer for 
coal at almost any price, some of the 
highest-cost output has been eliminated 
and work will continue in this direction. 
Efficiency is now at the highest peak ever 
reached, and higher levels will be attained 
in 1961, when there will be a further rapid 
increase in mechanised output and concen- 
tration of working. The industry will 
improve its competitive strength during 
this year. 

Provided that expectations of a rising 
energy demand are fulfilled, no further 
drastic contraction of the industry, accom- 
panied by heavy stocking such as has taken 
place since 1957, should be necessary. 
Coal should continue to command a market 
about the same size in total as at present. 
The application of the Board’s plans will 
ensure an output to meet this demand at 
a high standard of efficiency.

Use of high strength friction grip bolts 
Part 1: General grade bolts 


The use of friction grip bolts in struc- 
tural steelwork as an alternative to normal 
riveted construction has been established 
in a number of countries, notably in the 
United States, Germany, United Kingdom 
and Australia. The advantages of this 
method of steelwork construction lie in 
the rapidity of assembly on site and in 
the resistance of the joints to the effects 
of vibration or fatigue loading. 

In most cases, design has proceeded on 
the basis of the replacement of one rivet 
by one bolt of the same nominal diameter, 
provided that the bolts are tightened to 
an agreed percentage of the minimum 
proof load (90 per cent. in most cases). 
Experimental work carried out in the 
U.S.A., Germany and the United Kingdom 
has, however, led to a method of design 
based on a slip factor which is defined as 


the ratio of the load per effective inter- 
face required to produce slip in a pure 
shear joint to the total shank tension 
induced in the bolt or bolts. 

This British Standard (B.S.3294:1960) 
gives the rules for design on this latter 
basis and includes information concerning 
the methods of tightening to be employed 
to produce the necessary shank tension 
in each bolt of a structural joint. 

Part 1, now published, covers the use 
of the general grade of high strength fric- 
tion grip bolt specified in B.S.3139, 
Part 1 (“High strength friction grip bolts 
—General grade bolts”) in structural 
steelwork complying with B.S.449. Other 
parts of B.S.3294, to be published in due 
course, when the results of current 
research are available, will deal with the 
use of friction grip bolts of higher tensile 
strength.

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LOW LEVEL MIXCONCRETE BATCHING 
PLANT ANNOUNCED 


| agag tethers of a new low level 

Mixconcrete batching plant has 
been announced by The _ Service 
Engineering Co. (Northampton), Ltd., 
Weedon Road, Northampton. 

The basic components of the plant are 
a weigh hopper which is at ground level, 
small storage bins supported above the 
weigh hopper, a cement silo which stands 
next to the weigh hopper, and a conveyor 
which carries the weighed batch up to 
a discharge unit. All bulk stocks of sand 
and aggregate are stored on the ground 
and are fed into the 
overhead bins by 
means of a mechani- 
cal shovel. 

In operation, sand 
and aggregate are 
gravity fed into the 
weigh hopper from 
the overhead storage 
bins. Cement from 
the two-compartment 
silo is fed into the 
weigh hopper by 
means of an air slide. 
The cement is 
weigaed into a separ- 
ate compartment to 
prevent any mixing 
with water and the 
subsequent build up 
of concrete. All con- 
trols for sand, aggre- 
gate and cement are 
positioned directly in 
front of the 23in, 
diameter weigh dial. 

On completion of 
the weighing opera- 
tion the batch is then 
discharged on to the 
conveyor. Sand and 
aggregates are con- 
trolled through clam 
shell doors’ whilst 
the cement is con- 
trolled through a 


rotary valve to ensure an even feed with no 
hold ups or overspill. Sand, aggregate and 
cement are fed on to the conveyor belt at 
the same time in the form of a sandwich 
and are thus fed into the truck mixer 
already in a semi-mixed condition. This 
is reported to have reduced mixing time 
required at the site considerably. 


If a mixer is incorporated a two-way 
chute is used, thus the mix can be fed 
into the mixer and so into the agitator or 
if required can be directed straight into 
a truck mixer in the normal manner.

U.K. FACT-FINDING MISSIONS TO 
VISIT EUROPE 


NACT-FINDING missions composed of 
leading business men and industrialists 
drawn from the 30 members of the Export 
Council for Europe are to be sent to 
Europe to confer and work in close co- 
operation with the commercial repre- 
sentatives of the British government, 
British trading interests, existing importers 
of British goods and all other appropriate 
bodies. 


This step was agreed at the second 
meeting of the Council on January 11 
under the chairmanship of Sir William 
McFadzean. 


Nine teams of three men will leave 
during February to visit Britain’s six 
partners in the European Free Trade 


Association (Austria, Denmark, Norway, 
Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland) and also 
France, Italy and Spain. The remaining 
ten countries covered by the Council will 
be visted by similar sized missions in May 
and June. 

Discussions on the spot will be on the 
basis of a questionnaire covering market 
needs; competition from other countries; 
questions of price, quality and design; and 
study of successful British export efforts 
as well as investigation of complaints 


where these are well founded. The 
advisability of inviting buying missions to 
visit the United Kingdom will be 
explored. 


The findings of these teams will be col- 
lated immediately and used to guide the 
Council in its future programme of work. 

Certain other steps were agreed to 
promote interest in Western European 
markets at home and it was also decided 
to hold a national convention in the 
autumn of this year. 


NEW GOODYEAR GIANT TYRE 


Goodyear Tyre and Rubber Co. (Great 
Britain), Ltd., Bushbury, Wolverhampton, 
have added to their range a new giant 
tyre known as the Unisteel type G.

The tread is deep- 
cut to give improved traction. 
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News from the Boardroom 


FROM the boardroom of Redpath, Brown 
and Co., Ltd., comes news that the direc- 
tors take an optimistic view of immediate 
prospects while regarding the long term 
outlook with caution. The order book has 
improved considerably but profit margins 
are still too low having regard to the 
character of the industry. At the annual 
general meeting held in Edinburgh last 
week, Sir Ellis Hunter, chairman, said the 
amount of enquiry for both home and 
overseas remained high and placed a heavy 
burden on their design departments. The 
growing practice of issuing enquiries to 
an excessively large number of structural 
engineers imposed additional cost on 
those firms tendering. In common with 
others they had found it necessary to quote 
for many more contracts than usual to 
secure sufficient tonnage to keep the shops 
occupied. A policy of issuing enquiries 
without adequate discrimination added 
appreciably to overhead charges and to 
this extent defeated one of the objects of 
the customer, which was to get work done 
as economically as possible. The com- 
petitive position of fabricated steelwork 
had been strengthened by the availability 
of _Sections of increased _ structural 
efficiency, and the adoption of higher 
working stresses. 


IN Toronto, Canada, Massey-Ferguson, 
Ltd., reported recently that net income 
after taxes for the fiscal year ended 
October 31, 1960, was $13,153,944 com- 
pared with $21,018,393 for fiscal 1959. 
Mr. A. A. Thornbrough, president, said 
that despite a somewhat higher sales level, 
earnings for 1960 were lower than 1959 
as a result of several special situations. 
Earnings of the French company were not 
satisfactory, reflecting another year of un- 
favourable economic conditions. There 
were items which had an impact on the 
accounts, but which in many respects are 
non-recurring. Specific provision was made 
for the scrapping of certain production 
equipment no longer required. Also included 
were expenditures incurred in France in con- 
nection with the pre-production planning 
for a new tractor now coming into volume 
production rearrangement costs in 
centralising administrative control in 
Coventry for expanded United Kingdom 
operations . . . and increased charges in 
i960 for depreciation and amortisation 
arising from acquisition of major assets 
late in 1959 in the United Kingdom and 
France. In addition, substantial sums 
were expended to improve field product 
service and to bring functional perform- 
ance of certain major products recently 
introduced up to desired levels. Although 
net income for 1960 was lower, the state- 
ment said, an increase of $6.6 million in 
depreciation and amortisation brought 
cash flow close to that of last year. Mr. 
Thornbrough added, “This year saw the 
completion of the company’s major re- 
organisation resulting from these acqui- 
sitions. From an operating point of view 
the progress anticipated at the beginning 
of the year has been largely accomplished.” 


THERE is an increasing awareness in this 
country of the need for fast efficient travel 
of business executives, particularly execu- 
tives of firms contributing substantially to 
the export drive. J. C. Bamford (Exca- 
vators), Ltd., export some 43 per cent. of 
their hydraulic excavators and are, it is 
believed, Europe’s largest producer of this 
type of equipment. Their principal 
markets are situated on the Continent, 
the two largest customers being Germany 
and Italy. But the increasing competition 
in these markets demands constant atten- 
tion, the ability to visit them frequently 
and to deliver spares quickly and 
efficiently when required. From Uttoxeter 
comes the news that J.C.B. are shortly 
taking delivery of the first de Havilland 
Mark 8 Dove executive aircraft to be 
delivered in Europe.

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LOW CAPACITY LORRY- 
MOUNTED CRANE UNIT 


LORRY-MOUNTED crane of low 

capacity, designed by Cohen Bros, 
(Electrical), Ltd., 11 King Edward 
Buildings, Bury Old Road, Manchester 
8, for their own street lighting con- 
tracts, is now to be offered by them 
for general sale. 

Basically it comprises a hydraulically 
operated crane unit, mounted on either 
a Morris or a Bedford chassis capable of 
travelling at a normal speed of 30 m.p.h. 
Known as the Kwiklift, it will lift up to 
2} tons to heights of over 20ft. 

The jib of the crane is constructed in 
angle sections and is carried within the 
main frame on bushed pins, It has three 
permanently fixed swivel hooks, one of

which will lift one ton to a height of 
21ft. 7in.; the second will lift two tons 
to a height of 19ft. 8in.; and the third will 
lift 24 tons to 17ft. 9in. At the lowest 
position of the jib the hooks are about 
5ft. above ground level. 

The jib is operated by a single hydraulic 
ram which is controlled by the operator 
from inside the cab of the lorry. A relief 
valve is provided in the hydraulic circuit 
to prevent overstraining the crane and a 
flow control valve automatically controls 
the lowering speed irrespective of the load. 
The hydraulic pump is mounted direct on 
the gearbox with no intermediate driving 
shaft or chain, 

The crane unit as a whole is mounted 
on a 6in. by 3in. R.S. channel subframe 
which has additional concrete ballast at 
the rear, A rear heavy duty towing hook 
is fitted as standard equipment. The front 
of the vehicle is protected from swinging 
loads by a stoutly constructed guard frame,

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QUICK HANDLING DEVICE FOR 
HOLLOW FLOOR BLOCKS 


TIVHE claim that an average load of 

hollow clay floor blocks can be 
transferred from lorry to upper floors, 
ready for use in under 30 minutes, is 
made on behalf of a new handling 
device which is attached to the hook 
of a tower crane. 

This device, known as the Blokfork, has 
been developed by the Building Research 
Station of the D.S.I.R. and is 
manufactured and marketed 
under licence from them by 
Audens, Ltd., Central Avenue, 
West Molesey, Surrey. 

It comprises 21] tines of 
hollow rectangular steel sec- 
tion which are slid into the 
stack of blocks. A_ short 
length of cable which holds 
up a wire guard is then re- 
leased for the guard to com- 
pletely enclose the load before 
it is hauled off. 

The fork accepts l2in. by 
]2in. Phorpres blocks of all 
sizes from 4in. to 10in, deep. 
A single load consists of 21 
blocks per layer, the number 
of layers varying from three 
to six according to the depth 
of block used. The design 
therefore caters for the re- 
moval of half the height of the 
normal stack on a lorry at 
each lift, the maximum safe 
working load being one ton. 

The unladen weight of the 
fork is 4cwt., and each fork 


is said to be proof tested to twice its safe 
working load. The cost of the unit is £95. 

It is thought that when the operators 
are accustomed to its use, it will be 
possible for a lorry to be unloaded by one 
man on the crane and one on the lorry. 
The London Brick Co., Ltd., makers of 


the blocks, have given their approval to 
the device, and are now supplying loads 
specially stacked for use with it.

manner that the apparent relationship 
between circle diameter and reticule line 
thickness remains constant regardless of 
distance. 

Since the device is self-reducing, the 
spacing of the reticule distance lines, as 
well as the inclination of the sloping line, 
must be a function of the inclination of 
the telescope. These requirements are met 
by a very precise control mechanism, the 
residual error of which lies within the 
precision of observation. 

The DK-RV is also a 10-second theodo- 
lite. The circle can be read at a glance 
without using the micrometer to one 
minute, or, using the micrometer, it can 
be read to ten seconds and interpolated 
to single seconds.
